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The Last Wild Pigeon

017 who are in need of a 
hit of the coin of the 
realm and would add the 
bagatelle of $1,5G0 to 
your pockets in addition 
to giving some lovely 
little pigeon a comfortable 
home for life, with the 
best of attention guar¬ 
anteed and immunity from all hunters 
and trappers, do what your father and 
grand-father did a thousand times over 
and bring In a pair of wild passenger 
pigeons. Then notify Hon. Sol, Stephen, 
superintendent of the Cincinnati Zoo, and 
if you’ve genuine birds, the reward is yours. 
To think of it, these birds, which once cov¬ 
ered the skies, are now absolutely extinct, 
except for the single female bird which 
Stephen has nursed a quarter of a century. 

“Again and again I receive letters, as to 
the birds being seen,’ 1 Mr, Stephen told us 
one morning, as we discussed a telegram 
from Arkansas, of some hunters claiming 
to have seen wild pigeons there, “but they’re 
wild doves, every time. These birds, too, 


are getting autte extinct, but aren’t wholly' 
so, as is the pigeon, 

“Where did we get our last survivor? In 
1877 I secured for the Zoo a flock of eight 
of the birds, and I paid four dollars a pair 
for them. They were then fairly common. 
The eight birds bred; the old ones died, 
and, by and by, of the progeny, there is 
only this one left. She is twenty-six years 
old today and Is as lively as ever. Of course 
we have tried to crossbreed her often, without 
success. She has laid several eggs as a result 
of this, but they were not fertile, and now 
$he J s too old to lay. So it seems as though 
the race were extinct. The eight I have 
reference to came from Michigan, where 
years ago, the timber was full of them. 
Wild doves, you know, go only in pairs, 
whereas the wild pigeons go in flocks/ 1 

As late as 1882, the pigeons were so plenti¬ 
ful that they were taken in great numbers. 
Chicago was flooded with them and they 
sold at as low as three and four cents apiece. 
Back in 1873, moreover, an amphi theater 
in the Windy City held a giant pigeon-shoot, 
at which some seven or eight thousand of

the birds were enclosed in a wire contrap¬ 
tion dose by for use. The breech-loading 
shotgun came in at that time, and it has 
wreaked havoc on the birds. 

Standing before the cage of this last 
pigeon at t he zoo, one likes to ponder on the 
pigeon docks that have been. 

Writing in 1859, the naturalist, Goodrich, 
relates of these pigeon-flocks as follows: 

“The common wild-pigeon of the United 
States, often called the passenger pigeon, 
is sixteen to eighteen inches Long, bluish- 
gray above, breast reddish brown. The 
food consists of beech nuts, acorns, berries, 
rice, seeds, etc. It ranges throughout North 
America from 25° to 62° north. There it 
builds a slight flat nest of sticks, and lays 
two eggs. 

“The bird is migratory, moving to the 
northwest in vast flocks in April and return¬ 
ing to the south in August and September. 
The migrations are variable as to time and 
numbers; latterly they have been less multi¬ 
tudinous than they were fifteen or twenty 
years ago.” 

You who have revelled in the chapter on 
Tigeon Pot-Pie 1 in “The Hoosier School 
Boy” can realize why already then the 
decline. He continues: 


“Audubon noticed a continuous flight for 
three days; the whole number of birds, 
according to this calculation, amounting to 
1,114,000,0001 As every pigeon consumes 
half a pint of food daily, the consumption 
of these, each day, would be 8,712,000 
bushels!” 

“Wilson gives the following graphic ac¬ 
count; “The roosting places are always in 
the woods and sometimes occupy a large 
extent of forest. When they have frequented 
one of those places for some time, the ap¬ 
pearance it exhibits is surprising. The 
ground is covered to the depth of several 
inches with their dung; all the tender grass 
and underwood is destroyed; the surface 
strewed with large limbs of trees, broken 
down by the weight of the birds, collecting 
one above another, and the trees themselves, 
for thousands of acres, killed as completely 
as if girdled by the axe. The marks of their 
desolation remain for many years on the 
spot, and numerous places could be pointed 
out where, for several years after, scarcely 
a single vegetable made its appearance. 

“When these roosts are first discovered, 
the inhabitants from considerable distances 
visit them in the night with guns, clubs, 
long poles, pots of sulphur and various other 
engines of destruction. In a few hours they 
will fill many sacks and load horses with 
th e m. B y t h e l nd i an s a pi geo n -roost or breed - 
ing-place is considered an important source 
of national profit and dependence for that 
season, and all their active ingenuity is 
exercised on the occasion. 

“In the western countries, namely the 
states of Ohio, Kentucky and Indiana, their 
breeding places are generally in backwoods, 
and often extend in nearly a straight line 
across the country for a great way Not far 
from Shelbyvillc, Ky., about five years ago, 
there was one of these breeding places, which 
stretched through the woods in nearly a 
north and south direction; was several miles 
in breadth, and was said to be upward of 
forty miles in extent. In this tract almost 
every tree was furnished with nests, wherever 
the branches would accommodate them. The 
pigeons made their first appearance there 
about the tenth of April, and left it altogether, 
with their young, before twenty-fifth of May. 

“As soon as the young were fully grown 
and before they left the Bests, numerous 
parties of the inhabitants from all parts of 
the adjacent country, came with wagons, 
axes, beds, cooking utensils, many of them 
accompanied by the greater part of their 
families, and encamped for several days at 
this immense nursery. Several of them in¬ 
formed me that the noise was so great as 
to terrify their horses, and that it was difficult 
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AS THE FLOCKS LOOKED IK THE OLD DAYS 


for one person to hear another speak without 
bawling in his ear The ground was strewn 
with broken limbs of trees, eggs and young 
squab pigeons, which had been precipitated 
from above and on which herds of hogs were 
fattening. Hawks, buzzards and eagles were 
sailing about in great numbers and seizing 
the squabs from the nests at pleasure, while 
from twenty feet upward to the tops of the 
trees, the view through the woods presented 
a perpetual tumult of crowding and flutter¬ 
ing multitudes of pigeons, their wings roaring 
like thunder, mingled with the frequent 
crash of falling timber, for now the axemen 
were at work, cutting down those trees that 
seemed to be most crowded with nests and 
contrived to fell them in such a manner 
that in their descent they might bring down 
several others; by which means the falling 
of one large tree sometimes produced 200 
squabs, little inferior in size to the old ones 
and almost one heap of fat. On some single 
trees upward of one hundred nests w T ere 
found. It was dangerous to walk under 
these flying and fluttering millions, from the 
frequent fall of large branches, broken down 
by the weight of the multitude above and 
which, in their descent, often destroyed num¬ 
bers of birds themselves, while the clothes of 
those engaged in traversing the woods were 
completely covered with their excrements. 


“The passenger-pigeon is the swiftest and 
most beautiful of all the pigeon tribe,” he 
concludes. 

There comes down to us a description of 
how, a pigeon flight being at hand, the 
country folk in Connecticut would go out 
and prepare for it. 

"Our nets were ready and our flyers and 
stool-birds on the alert. What moments of 
ecstasy were these, and, especially when the 
head of the flock, some red-breasted old 
father or grandfather, caught the sight of 
our pigeons, and, turning at the call, drew 
the whole train down into our net I I 
have often seen a hundred or two hundred 
of these splendid birds come down upon us 
with a noise absolutely deafening, and, 
sweeping the air with a sudden gust like the 
breath of a thunder cloud. Sometimes our 
bush net, where we lay concealed, was covered 
all over with pigeons and we dared not move 
a Anger, as their red, piercing eyes were upon 
us. When, at last, with a sudden pull of the 
rope the net was sprung and we were out to 
secure our booty, often fifty, sometimes even 
a hundred birds, I felt a fulness of triumph 
thaL words are wholly inadequate to express*” 

It was the wanton killings, such as this, 
that did so much to exterminate the pigeon, 
until today the single specimen at Cincinnati 
seems to be all that is left of the race!

A Canoe Trip Down the Flambeau River

S an author, my skiU, alas, 
is strictly limited. Like 
the old Irishman of the 
story “I c'd play it if I 
had me flute/' But, com 
( versationally, I must ever 
be a dismal failure when 
it comes to the descrip* 
tion of such beauties and 
pleasures as fell to the lot of the lucky party 
who were ordered, last summer, by the State 
Game W arden of Wisconsin, to take a trip 
down the Flambeau River from Park Falls 
to Ladysmith. The party consisted of 
wardens Russell, Asmuth and Grey, with 


the addition of yours truly, who attended 
in the capacity of official photographer. My 
trusty camera, therefore, taking the place 
of the Irishman's flute, you may be able, 
through its unerring eye, to see some of the 
beauties of the trip. 

Wardens Russell and Asmuth began the 
trip at Manitowish, about 125 miles above 
Park Falls, June 17th and reached Park 
Falls June 24th a. m., being seven days on 
the way, during which time they saw a 
total of nine deer. This seemed strange to 
me, as I had naturally supposed that the 
further north one went the more game would 
be seen. But such is not the case. The

real game country on the Flambeau lies 
between Park Falls and Ladysmith, as you 
will soon see. 

Warden Grey and I left Rice Lake Mon¬ 
day morning over the short line which 
runs through Radisson, Winter and on to 
Kennedy, the end of the road. Here a 
stage took us on to Park Falls. Arriving 
there at 2 p. m,, we were met by Russell and 
Asmuth, who had already restocked with 
provisions, and placed the canoes in the water 
below the pulp mills. We were therefore 
ready for the start, which began at once. 

We received our initiation one-half mile 
down stream, when we shot the Potato 
Rapids. Russell acting as guide, with 
Asmuth in bow of Ms canoe, took the lead, 
and made the run nicely. But Grey, the 
helmsman of our canoe, not being acquainted 
with the river, got out of the course a yard 
or two with the result that we hit a sub¬ 
merged rock, and our bow hung on, while 
the stem swung down stream. This all 
happened within twenty-five or thirty feet of 
the Falls, 

Asmuth and Russell saw our predicament 
but could render no assistance. Finally, 


after tugging and poling with the paddles, 
we felt her give, I received my instructions 
very forcibly from Grey, to ^lie down V * 
Grey, being a powerful man, with several 
quick strokes managed to get the “nose” 
down stream just as we went over the fads, 
which dropped us about three feet into a 
whirling pool of foaming water, from which 
we emerged wet but safe. Three miles 
further on, we ran the Smith rapids, and four 
miles below the Pixley Rapids, where we 
camped lor the first night, 

Tuesday morning we were off lor the 
Little Barnaby Rapids, which we made after 
a run ol eight miles. It was here we saw 
our first deer, which we took by surprise* 
and, in its excitement to get away, it plunged 
into deep water. A run of three miles took us 
to the Big Barnaby Rapids, with more deer 
seen on the way. Two miles to Deadman 
Slough, then four miles to Pine Creek, where 
we camped for the second night. At this 
camp, while we prepared for supper, the deer 
came to the river, and carelessly walked up 
both north and south shores of the Flambeau, 
either not seeing* or else, not seeming to 
mind our camp fire in the Least. The scenery 
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we passed through that day was beautiful. 
No woodsman's axe had ever apparently 
passed through these grand old forests. 

We were up with the sun the third morn¬ 
ing, and, after a full course breakfast, started 
out in grand trim for our third day's paddle. 
Three miles down stream we arrived at 
Hanson's Farm, which is a well kept up 
place. Here we put In for a cake of ice, 
as the day was very warm (about 90 degrees), 
and we had a few muskies and bass we had 
caught that forenoon, which we wished to 
keep for our supper. 

The fishing all the way down stream is 
very good. The river abounds in bass, pike, 
and muskie. This affords great sport to 
the canoeist in the bow (which was my place). 
The man in the stern does the guiding. 
After leaving our friend Hanson and crossing 
several rapids we struck X*ayson Farm, one 
mile down stream. Then two miles of nice 
running water took us to S. 0. U. F. 
L. E. F* F, E, L. Camp, the headquarters of 
a Chicago hunting party. There we put in 
for a drink of ice cold spring water, and a 
little 1 'stretch of the legs.” After a run of 
eight miles, including rapids of minor note, 
we arrived at Babb's Islands where Old Ross 
Allen, a squaw man, came to meet us at the 
gate. We camped opposite Mr. Allen's 
place for the third night. This day we saw 
thirty-seven deer. 

After supper, and when darkness had over¬ 
taken us, and we were sitting around our 
camp fire, we heard a ride shot inland, which 
did not sound good to us. We therefore de¬ 
cided to turn in for the night, get an early 
breakfast, and make an investigation. The 
result was that two violators were landed 
with the meat in their possession. They 
admitted headlighting a big buck on Pickerel 
Lake, which joins Conners Lake. They had 
cut out the saddle, about 30 pounds, and 
sunk the balance in Pickerel JLake, To this 
crime they made a sworn affidavit. 

They were instructed to be at Winter the 
following Monday and to report at Justice 
Noyes, which they did. The judge let the 
boy that did the rowing of the boat go. But 
the hotel keeper, in whose ice box the venison 
was found, and the “killer* J were each fined 
$25.00 and costs. Personally, I believe the 
‘'killer*' should have received the limit, 
especially since he claimed to be a member 
of the game protective society, and a former 
clerk of court of Ladysmith, (this latter 
claim we have since learned was false, as 
he was only “janitor of the court house. 11 ) 

This arrest delayed us a whole day, so 
that we camped in the same place the fourth 
night. The day being very hot and our ice 
supply having given out, we were compelled 


to sit up to jerk and dry the venison over the 
camp fire. The night air was heavy and the 
smoke and smell of the venison drifted low 
over the Flambeau and into the forests on 
the other side. 

Ere long there was a wailing cry upon 
the still night air. Grey turned to me and 
asked if I knew what that was. I said I 
believed it was the Indians on the other 
side in a chant. He, however, at once 
identified the sound as the howling of wolves. 
So we quietly listened and at intervals of 
about 15 seconds, the wail was repeated. 

At first the sound seemed a great ways 
off, but as we listened we could tell they 
were coming nearer all the rime. We kept 
perfectly quiet, and the call was answered 
by the wolves on our side of the river 
back of camp in the jungle. Then, to make 
the stillness of the night more “pleasant,” 
the wild cat and lynx joined the chorus. 
These soothing noises were kept up for 
fully an hour, and were wound up by the 
“blowing” of a deer right back of camp, 
within 100 feet of us. I lmd never expected 
to hear such a concert and will certainly 
not forget it soon. In fact, I thought so 
well of it, that I left the camp fire (I won't 
tell how many feet) in order to try and imi¬ 
tate the calls, which I got down quite pat. 
We turned in this night about 11 o'clock, 
“locked” the tent Saps and fell asleep. 

The next morning found us on our way 
early, as we wished to make up for lost time. 
A run of five miles took us to the head of 
the Porcupine. Nine pitches of these rapids 
covering a distance of six miles, and we were 
at Frank Strube’s, also known as Skunk 
Frank, or Bohemian Frank. Two miles 
below we came to a forest of virgin pine, 
where we quietly drifted towards a deer 
that was feeding in the river. Wardens 
Russell and Asmuth were in the lead pre- 
pairing to take a picture of her. Grey and I, 
who were following, also took a snap shot, 
catching both the deer and the wardens. (You 
will notice the doe near shore underneath 
big pine.) Such scenes as these were occur¬ 
ring every half hour, and the camera en¬ 
thusiast could get pictures better than these 
by the score, as you can paddle to within 
25 feet of the deer before they are aware of 
the fact. 

Now we were on our way to the Wanigan 
Rapids, which furnished more exciting mo¬ 
ments. A mile further on we came to the two 
pitches of the Flambeau Falls, another bad 
place. One-half mile below are the North 
and South Forks of the Flambeau Rivers. 

After five miles of slow easy going we 
arrived at the head of Cedar Rapids and 
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Falls* a very dangerous sLretch of water. 
The roar of these falls can be heard a mile up 
stream. We ran these rapids and falls 
safely and camped one mile below for the 
fifth night. This was our biggest day for 
deer* as we saw a total of forty-three. This 
night we again heard the wolf, but no wild 
cat or lynx. 

The next morning saw us off after a re¬ 
freshing plunge in the river and a hearty 
breakfast. After a run of eight miles of 
smooth water and several rapids, we arrived 
at Beaver Dam—where we found a dead 
deer in the flood wood. Here we had a mile 
of easy going with several snap shots at deer 
which did not pay much attention to us; 
in fact, we paddled up to within 30 or 40 
feet of them before they would take for the 
shore. 

Now we ran ten miles of very rough water* 
including Burnt Island, Twin Islands and 
Little Cedar Rapids, and arrived at the head 
of Big Falls, where we ponaged the small 
canoe and provisions over the trail one and 
one quarter miles. The large canoe we 
lowered through the rapids and fails by 
means of a 100Toot rope. We then camped 
for the sixth night. Up to this time we had 
seen eighty-three deer, three bucks and 
eighty does. 

The next morning while breaking camp, 
a funny incident occurred* We happened 
to be camped within a stone’s throw of a 
homesteader, who’s little boys, aged about 
eight and nine, paid us a visit. One was very 
talkative, and during the conversation, he 
mentioned the fact that “Last week we had 
venison, but it s all gone now, even the bones 
and the hide are gone, which daddy burns, 
so the game wardens can’t catch him.” 
Warden Asmuth thought this was too good 
to forget, and therefore made a note of it 
in the “Blue Book,” 

We were now off on our last day's journey, 
with eighteen more miles to go, and some 
very rough waters to cross. One-half mile 
down stream took us through White Horse 
Rapids, which are about a quarter of a mile 


long. Here our hearts began to pound again, 
as they had done quite a number of times 
before on the trip. But we rode through 
without striking a rock, and were soon at 
ease again. 

Three miles further on we passed Cosy 
Island, and six miles more brought us to 
the rapids one mile above Little Falls* which 
are quite numerous. Safely landing above, 
we all prepared to shoot this falls, except 
“yours truly,” who thought it safer and 
wiser to take a picture of the Glhersjgoing 
through. The first to go through were Asmuth 
and Grey, Asmuth taking my place in the 
bow of canoe, with Grey at the paddle. 
They made the run safely but had to pull 
ashore on account of the water shipped. 
Next came Russell alone, who, on account 
of the canoe being light in front, was almost 
swamped when the water rushed in at the 
rear. 

At this place we met several fishermen, 
and it seemed strange to us that it was 
necessary for each fisherman to carry a 
rifle, as this was out of the hunting season. 
Here we stopped a half-hour for dinner, 
after which came seven miles of rapids, and 
then live miles of smooth water which took 
us to Ladysmith, where we landed late in 
the afternoon. 

This is without question one of the grand¬ 
est trips a vacationist could ever expect to 
take. The time required does not need to 
be over seven days; the change of scenery is 
beautiful. Cold spring water all the way, 
high spots for camping grounds and the 
costs very inexpensive. A $10.00 bill ought 
to see you through, outside of your railroad 
fare. This is including the rent of canoes, 
at fifty cents a day, and provisions, all of 
which can be had at Park Falls. Guide 
charges in this district are also very reason- 
able. 

Boys, arrange for lids vacation now, you 
will never regret it, in fact, it wilt stand out 
before you for years to come as the grandest 
vacation you ever spent.

Small mouth bass are small mouth bass no 
matter where you find them. We knew, that 
is Bridget and I knew, that there were bass 


in the creek of Coon, knew it ever since that 
far off time, years and years ago, when return¬ 
ing from a fruitless trip along the Hackberry 
slough we stopped upon the wagon bridge 
that spans the creek, and while standing 
there watching the hurrying water we saw 
a plump small mouih surge, hurtle out of 
the deep hole below the bridge, send a bunch 
of yellow fins scurrying, then with a flip 
of tail and a disdainful swirl of fins, turn and 
slide back into the cool dark water below 
the bridge.

“Why cannot you catch them any other 
way? he persisted. 

Now, Clark p I replied, “what is the use 
of you and I going over that old controversy 
again, I have told you that one cannot run 
a spoon in the creek and you know why, 
the holes are not long enough nor free from 
roots and snags to permit of even starting 
a spoon let alone running it properly.” 

Jerking out nis watch he said, “Lets go 
up and look at the creek* I have an hour 
to spare before the train and I win use it 
for your benefit.” 


We went first to the hardware store* 
where I bought a small spoon and a twelve- 
foot, stiff but light cane pole, just to have 
some of the tools of the craft along and to 
convince him that a spoon would not run. 
All the way down to the creek’s mouth he 
kept mourning that he did not have some 
of his tackle along. Wc arrived at the 
mout h, walked up the stream a little way and 
found out or at least he did* that the ordi¬ 
nary spoon would not work. 

“Kiner, you were right this far, this spoon 
will not work, but let me tell you, the tackle 
that I make will work. You have the bass. 
Now E am going to tell you how to make it. 
First get some treble hooks, plain* about 
number threes, then dress them with squirrel 
tail, using the blend of color, light or dark, 
according as the water is clear or slightly 
murky. Then above the squirrel treble 
upon a piece of dark steel wire hang a spinner 
of gold* brass, or nickel plate, small* not 
over an inch in length, mounted upon a 
small, brightly colored glass bead, with two 
or three very small steel beads to lessen the 
friction. Then,” said Clark, “you have 
something that is alive, something that is like 
an aeroplane propeller, something that will 
start spinning in the air, something that is 
moving the instant it strikes the water, 
something that the bass cannot let abne.” 

I confess that I was skeptical, but the idea 
stuck and like a great many other ideas 
w'ould not down until it had been given a 
trial, 

I want to mention something here; Clark 
and I staid so long at the creek arguing pro 
and con that Clark had to run like the 
dickens to catch his train and for a heavy 
man he can run some, I tell you. 

Well, to resume, it was June and I didn’t 
have any squirrel tail and at that time of 
the year I didn't like to shoot one, so I took 
the little “,22” and walked up the creek, 
back of the creamery* where I knew a wood¬ 
chuck had raised a Rooseveltian family. 
Cutting angling down the bluff, then taking 
advantage of a big oak tree, I arrived within 
fifty yards of the den, without alarming the 
inhabitants. The young ones were not out 
but the father was and I put the little ivory 
bead just at the base of the neck and pressed 
the trigger. I heard the plunk as Lhe ball 
went home* hut Mr. Woodchuck’s vitality 
was too great and with a scurry and spas¬ 
modic kick he dove from view* 

1 did not have any more time to spare 
that day* so when I reached home I told my 
oldest son Lawrence of my failure, and how 
badly^ I wanted a woodchuck tail, and he 
said, “Dad, I will go down this evening and 
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set a trap, and perhaps I can catch you 
one. 11 He jumped on his wheel that evening, 
taking a couple of Victors along, but he was 
only gone a short while until he returned 
bringing with him a chuck tail, saying that 
the old chuck that I had thrown the lead 
into had came up to the top to die. 

Well, I sat down that evening, and as 1 
had no treble hooks. I tied some woodchuck 
hair around a single hook and a small number 
two at that, cut out a Utile brass spinner of 
the model of an aeroplane propeller, twisted 
up a leader of soft, dark colored iron wire, 
put the outfit together and went to bed. 

The next morning Bridget, I and the kids 
arose bright and early and started for the 
creek's mouth, Bridget and the kids well 
supplied with angle worms and such, for of 
the spinner they would have nothing to do 
at all* Many were the slurs that they would 
throw my w r ay on the walk to the creek 
mouth. 1 didn’t say much in reply, 1 didn’t 
feel very confident myself, but try once I 
would regardless of results. 

At the creek's mouth, where the willows 
edge the shore, Bridget and the kids baited 
up and sat them down in the old orthodox 
way to catch bass, catfish, carp or whatever 
came along. I tied on that little spinner, 
walked up the creek a ways, crossed the 
first fence and stood for a moment studying 
the water. As I stood there a swarm of 
min no ws b rokc wat er at my very feet a nd 


scattered every which way as they drove 
and dodged for safety. That, 1 says, means 
bass, and very carefully I made my first and 
experimental cast below the high bank and 
worked that little spinner up stream and across 
that portion of the water where I had seen 
the minnows flurry. Bing! Something 
struck, I made an effort, bunglesome loo, no 
doubt, to hook him and missed him slick 
and clean. Again t tried, again he struck. 
Four times I cast that little lure and four 
times that bass tried his best lo eat it up. 
At the fifth attempt 1 hooked him and found 
I had a nice, red eyed, small mouth of perhaps 
a pound in weight, I caught two more that 
day and I soon found out that my single 
hook was too small. 

After many trials, and many a spoiled 
piece of brass, gold and nickel, I found a 
lure that was a killer, but in the long run T 
discovered that the feathered treble hooks 
were as a rule just as good. Feathered treble 
hooks with lots of red In them were as good 
as the squirrel tail, if not better. 

It took a long time to convert Bridget 
and the kids, but alter they each had caught 
a bass or two they came to the conclusion 
that the spinners were some good after all 
and they consented to use them. 

It is high time that I begin upon the 
chronicle of the. glorious Fourth of July. 
There was to be no celebration in our town, 
and we gave the kids their choice, go away 
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somewhere; or stay at home, get up early 
in the morning and have a bass fishing con¬ 
test. the kids starting at the creek's mouth 
while Bridget and I, walking up to the rail¬ 
road bridge, would fish the upper reaches 
of the creek, fishing down stream until we 
nicl the kids coming up- The party having 
Lhe smallest number of bass to buy the ice 
cream for the crowd. 

My hut it was hot that morning. So hot 
between the high banks of one cut that I 
thought the little girl would collapse, but by 
taking it easy we finally arrived at the bridge, 
and after a drink and a short rest I hooked 
on a spinner and started Bridget in at the 
first hole above the bridge. 

She landed three nice ones before she left 
that pool. We then fished slowly down the 
creek until we reached the old hole in the 
pasture. 1 crossed the stream and took two 
out of a pool on the other side, while Bridget 
finding nothing at the bridge went on down 
stream until she reached the deep hole at 
the pastures end just above the shallows 
where the willows overhang and I tried for 
more after catching those two, but not 
getting any more strikes I strolled on down 
the stream- 

As 1 came round the curve that hid the 
deep hole from my view, 1 spied that girl 
full two yards away from the water’s edge, 
shoeless, stocking less, one hand clasped tight 
in a two and a half pounders gills, the other 
holding her rod, while the smile that lit up 
her face certainly looked good to me. 

“Well, you got him, didn’t you,” I said, 
for we both knew that big one was there 
and that is the reason she was so anxious to 
reach the one particular place ahead of me, 
“How did you catch him?” 1 questioned. 

“I was on the other side of the creek,” she 
replied, ''and when I stepped softly to the 
edge of the bank, ready for my first cast, I 
saw him run across and hide beneath that 
big log on the other side. I could do only 
one thing, and that’s what I did. 1 stripped 
mv shoes and stockings, waded across below, 
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Oh. so carefully, and my second cast as that 
little spinner came up along side that log, 
he nailed it, I struck, and at the prick of 
the hook he ran back beneath the log to 
sulk. 1 kept a strain on the line and tiring 
of that he came out with a rush and headed 
across the creek and I yanked him out. ’ 
We beat the kids—out of a total of thirteen 
bass, Bridget caught nine, 

Thai afternoon we went up the river, 
caught some catfish, practised with the rifle 
and revolver, shot some fireworks and had 
one glorious good lime. 

But standing out dear cut as a cameo in 
my mind, is the picture that little girl made, 
shoeless, stockingless, big bass in one hand, 
cane pole in the other, while over her face 
spread that grin, that grin that said plainer 
than any words, "X beat you to it,” 
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EITHER one of us got 
a shot for more than half 
an hour after we had 
settled in our blinds, but 
at last I heard the clangor 
of a mob of white geese 
behind me. I quickly 
made out the snowy tri¬ 
angle clearing the dividing hills and coming 
straight on toward us, 1 waited in breathless 
suspense and was overjoyed to see that the 
big flock was going to pass right between our 
blinds. And they did so, closer to me than 
to Sime. There was a sturdy old gander at 
the head of the harrow, calling loudly to his 
followers to come on. Within sixty yards 
of me I broke his neck with my first barrel, 
and then, as the dock scambled up into the 
nether spaces, I missed with my second. After 
this there was another long interval of in¬ 
activity, during which the moving birds of 
all kinds kept well out of our way. We could 
not attract them even by the most vigorous 
use of the caller, and I was rapidly becoming 
impatient when a bunch of canvasback, 
like fabled racers of the upper regions, came 
pouncing down upon me from the sky. The 
first premonition 1 had of their proximity 
was the sharp whistle and swish of their 
wings, as they dished down and flashed over 
the open pool in front of me. In my eager¬ 
ness I arose too soon, and the birds swerved 
and went off straight over Sime’s blind and 
he got three with his two barrels. I stood 
up to stretch my limbs, when I saw the birds 
turn way oil, a quarter of a mile or so, swing 
around and again head in our direction. I 
had just time to get down in good position 
again, at such tremendous velocity does the 
hungry canvasback fly, when they were 
upon me again, but not in real good 
shooting distance. But I meant to throw 
away no more chances and jumped up and 
gave them two loads, as they hurled past 
me like a charge of canister, into their very 
midst. 

On they went, every mother's son of them, 
to my keen disappointment hut the next 
instant I saw one fall behind, farther and 
farther, sagging and wobbling, then let go 
and plunge to the surface of the lake out a 
half a mile or more. In the meantime Sime 
had been getting in his work, too, and every 
whip stitch I heard the report of the boys' 


guns down the lake, from the sink box, and 
1 felt they were having fine sport. 

As the shadows became thicker, so did the 
birds, canvasback, mallard and redhead, 
and for a brief spell I kept my gun so hoi that 
frequently I had to thrust the barrels in the 
water at my feet to cool them. But it was the 
toughest kind of shooting, in the deceiving 
light, and 1 am afraid Lhat my reputation as 
a crack duck shot must have suffered a bit, 
judging from the few birds I was enabled to 
retrieve. Sime, even, did much better than 
I, notwithstanding he had shot wild fowl 
but a few times before in his life, as I could 
tell by hearing him sloshing around among 
the rice and reeds, after the frequent shots 
he made. 

The gray twilight was now rapidly yielding 
to the darkness of night. The reedy estuary 
grew uncanny and mysterious, and the water 
was shortly a sheet of star-pointed inkiness. 
Nothing disturbed the quiet of the March 
night. The silence filled my heart, God 
seemed nearer in the solemn heavens. Far 
away was the world, with its sorrows and 
cares. The moments pass. 

Four or five reports come from down the 
lake, and I see the flash of 5ime*s gun as he 
bangs aimlessly into the whirring noise of 
passing birds above his head. Then every¬ 
thing is stiller than.ever. The purple haze 
that seemed to have absorbed the last glim¬ 
mering light from the sunken sun, envelopes 
the whole lake and surrounding landscape of 
prairie and sandhill. The tall cane stalks 
stand straight and silent before my face, like 
black specters in the confusing atmosphere. 
Everything rising and then sailing away over 
the tales as silent as a spider's gossamer. 

The moments pass. 

The last faint flush of the departed day 
melts into dusk. The “bezeep! bezeepr t of 
the night hawk wheeling overhead in erratic 
flight, falls with strange distinctness as I 
listen. Soon it is lost in the distance and the 
real hush of early night is upon lake, prairie, 
and hill. 

The plaintive wall of the coyote announces 
that a new life has centered into activity, 
and soon the darkness is resonant with little 
and mystic voices, yet everything is tomblike, 
save off in the shallows a little ways, where 
a congregation of mud hens are wallowing 
in the low waters. An occasional twitter 
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is also heard, subdued anti silvery, as though 
the little brown marsh hen who voiced it 
was in awe of some impending calamity. 
Only the ever hungry redtail Is indifferent 
to the prevailing lethargy which hushes all 
animate nature. The fellow is still in his 
element, and industriously swoops in the 
dim twilight, from point to point, dipping, 
posing, undulating over the glinting waters 
in quest of prey; while the pleasing earthy 
odor, pungent of dank dags and rice, steals 
about you. 

The low chuckle of the swamp owl startles 
you, and for a breath of time his silhouette 
is seen as he darts, on fluffy wing, against the 
dim lemon of the low' west and then vanishes 
in the thicker gloom, 

A sudden commotion among the tules 
off to the right, and the sharp, shrill cry of 
a wounded teal or bluebill, apprise you that 
a tragedy, for which you are responsible, 
has been enacted* You think of the sweeping 
owl, and then of the last wing-tipped greenwing. 

The moments pass* 

The marsh folk rest, all but the muskrat, 
amorous little buffoon, and his plaintive 
wdiimpcr comes in from across the open 
stretch of water like a voice from the lost, 

Sime joins me and we tie our birds into 
two bunches and start through the darkness 
up the lake. Rounding the point of Merganser 
Heaven, Elwood gave a long, quavering 
halloo, which was answered by Tom and 
Dick out in the box. Ten minutes later Sime 
is rowing out for the boys, and soon, all to¬ 
gether, Laden with the spoils of the evening 
flight, we start for the lodge. All safe and 
sound at last. We found Mere and Bud 
waiting us, with a steaming hot meal on the 
table, and, after a smile all around at that 
same old Yellowstone bottle, we fall to and 
again we do most ample justice to the culi¬ 
nary achievements of our genial host. Follow¬ 
ing, come pipes, quips, stories and song, then 
to bed and righteous and life-restoring slum¬ 
ber, to the soothing whisper of the restless 
winds and the distant chorus of the hillside 
coyotes. 

Interested always in getting all the sport 
out of a hunt possible, after the grand shoot 
of the previous day, the ever-provident 
McCawley, realizing that we had more birds 
than we could use or give away during the 
next few days, said we would pass up the 
wild fowl the next day and for a change 
drive over on a little exploring expedition 
along Big Creek. 

We were all pretty well fagged that night 
and retired early. We got a good refreshing 
sleep and were up at dawn the next morning 
to the merry jingle of the red-winged black¬ 
birds in the cottonwoods south of the house. 


Tom and Sime and I stepped out doors 
to get a look at the weather, and while the 
sun had not yet risen, we knew by the rosy 
hue of the eastern heavens, that we were 
going to be blessed with a rare March day, 

“Gee! WillikinsP ejaculated Sime, “did 
you ever see so many blackbirds?” and he 
painted to the cottonwoods to out left, 
and sure enough there they were, in count¬ 
less myriads, and their jangled “kon-kon- 
koree-etT’ was fairly deafening. Every tree 
held its legion of ebony, scarlet-splotched 
birds they were perched upon every twig 
and lined along upon the larger limbs, in 
a manner that absolutely excluded all sight 
of the white bark. 

“Say, do you know that a blackbird pol- 
pie would go good by way of variety?” It 
was Host Mere, himself, as he stepped out 
of t he door, and dashed a dlshpan of suds 
on the ground. “We often have it in the 
early spring and the kids like it better than 
they do ducks, any day* But don't kill 
any of them this morning, as I have cleaned 
a half dozen canvasback for dinner tonight* 
Some other day well get them,—they are 
there every morning about this time.” 

After breakfast Sime hitched up the team, 
and we drove over to Big Creek, all of us 
but Mere, who remained behind to keep 
house. We took our came and Ashing tackle, 
too, for Mere said mat besides trout, the 
stream was full of chubs, many of which 
Tan as high as two-thirds of a pound in 
weight, and that they made a great meal* 
On the reception of this information, Tom 
ran back into the house, emerging in a few 
moments with a skillet in one hand, and a 
shell box in the other, containing bread, 
potatoes, onions, corn meal, pepper and salt 
and butter* 

“If there are any fish in Big Creek, you 
bet we'll have a mess over there long about 
one o’clock.—you can’t beat fresh fish 
on a hunting trip* But will they bite, 
Billy?” And lie turned to Mere after he had 
climbed up and taken his seat in the wagon, 

“Bite,—yes, like rattlesnakes*” 

“What bait?” 

“Oh, any old thing.—a piece of bacon rind 
is good, but kill a blackbird,— they are 
ravenously fond of bird flesh, and you can 
catch all you want in a halt hour’s time* 
But, mind, don’t monkey with the trout,— . 
the stream is full of them, but we don’t 
meddle with them out here until long in 
June.” 

“Oh, no, we won't even look at a trout,” 
quickly chipped in Sime; “wouldn’t touch 
one with a ten-foot pole if he jumped up 
and bit my collar button off—and then 
they aren’t worth anything so early in the 
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spring,—they’re too cold. Gldap! there!" 
and Simc swished his long gad through the 
air and we started at a rattling pace up and 
over the hill, and out onto the road leading 
to Murphy’s and Big Creek. 

And what a lovely day we made of it, 
and what a^eautiful, romantic little torturous 
ice-cold prairie rivulet is Rig Creek, cleaving 
its way through deep gidleys, across the 
plains of dun verdure, through mile-long 
plum thickets* tangles of grape, hawthorn 
and the arid buck brush, ail the time sing¬ 
ing a song of its own, sweet as angels’ lutes. 

Rounding the big sandhill we first came 
in sight of this creek, crawling away before 
us, through a long stretch of open plain, like 
a fabulous serpent in the herbage. 

“Better get your gun ready," said 
El wood to McCawley, who were on the 
front seat together, "because we are apt to 
jump a mallard from one of the holes along 
the creek at any time," Hardly had Sime 
gotten through with this warning when there 
was a loud splash, and a louder quacking, 
heard among the low willows along the 
creek in front of us, and then up through 
the thin branches jumped a pair of these 
birds. The old hen kept up her quacking 
as they mounted into the air. then ducked 
down again close over the winding stream, 
flying perhaps a quarter of a mile, when they 
plunked down into the water again. 

"Wait a minute, Sime, let me out, Ill 
get that pair of birds, easy," said Tom, who 
could no more pass up a chance at a mallard 
than he could forget to eat at meal time, 
and jumping to the ground, El wood handed 
him his gun, he slipped in a couple of shells 
and crouching low, started off down the 
stream. 

“We'll just wait here," said Simon* “and 
see what Tom does. It’s a bottle of Yellow¬ 
stone to a cigarette that he gets them both." 

"Your on/' said Moran; “I’ll bet he don’t 
even get in shooting distance." Then we all 
jumped out of the wagon and walked up on 
the hill where we could get a better view of 
the killing, if Tom made one. 

Where the birds had lighted the creek had 
run in dose to the hills, which made a verit¬ 
able wall for miles along the north side of 
the creek, after it had left the open prairie, 
on which we were standing. McCawley’s 
crouching form had disappeared within the 
thick willows that lined the south bank at 
this point, but we knew from his energetic 
disposition, that it wouldn’t take him long 
to reach the neighborhood where the birds 
had gone down and, sure enough, we hadn't 
long to wait. Without seeing Tom, or even 
a put! of the thin smoke from his Parker, 
we suddenly saw two birds rise up over the 


willows and then, one after the other, fold 
up their wings and drop like stones back 
into the undergrowth. While the birds 
were falling came the double report from 
Tom’s gun* 

“I win," said Elwood, “but get in, we’ll 
drive up to where Tom Is and then we'll let 
Bud produce." So we all climbed back into 
the wagon and at a merry pace we bumped 
over the prairie down the creek, and were 
soon met by Me Cawley coming out of the 
buckbrush with the two mallards by the 
neck, in his hand, “Pretty good shot, 
wasn’t it?" he said, as he climbed up into 
the wagon. “You see where I was, it was 
impossible to get within real good range of 
the birds. They were on the lookout and 
jumped before I was half ways ready, but 
in swinging around over the willows they 
came within good gunshot and I doubled 
them up, too easy. But I say boys, the creek 
is just full of fish along here. Why not let 
Sam drive down this little draw and unhook 
the horses and we’ll do a little chubbing?" 
We all agreed, anti taking what impediments 
out of the wagon we thought we would need, we 
got ready for a trial at Lhe fish, while Simc 
took the horses and wagon away. For bait 
Tom drew one of the mallards, and both he 
and I, as well as Dick and Bud, baited our 
hooks, crawled through the brush and 
dropped them over into the dashing brook. 
Simultaneously, it seemed, we all got a bite. 
Not only did we get a bite, but we all yanked 
out a fish, Tom’s, a fine chub, of course, for 
he is always right, the other three trout 
about as long as a man’s hand. The trout, 
of course, we threw back into the water and 
went on in our endeavors to get a mess of 
chubs. It was hard work, however, because 
it seemed that only these greedy little trout 
would bite, but after we had caught twenty- 
five or thirty of them and thrown them back, 
they seemed to get next to the situation, 
and cleared out. After that we just simply 
hauled in the chubs, some of which were 
of a species that I had never seen before. 
They greatly resembled a common native 
brown trout, with scarlet bellies and two 
streaks of gold along each side, a beautiful 
fish, handsomer even than the famous 
speckled beauties, themselves. We were an 
hour or so at fishing but we had a great time 
of it, never more fun in our lives. When we 
had captured what we thought were enough 
for five big, strong, healthy men, we crawled 
back through lhe brush, up the enbankment 
and out onto the sward of the prairie, where 
Sime, thoughtful fellow that he always is, 
had a nice bed of glowing cow chips all ready, 
with coflee pot on and steaming, frying 
pan all greased and ready for the ichthyological 
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dainties we had scaled and cleaned for him* 
And my, oh my* what a meal that was! I 
will not attempt to describe it, just leave it 
to your imagination, but even now I can 
dose my eyes and see that never-to-be- 
forgotten scene on the prairie's top, and smell 
again the delicious odor that filled the air* 
After we had gotten through our meal and 
were getting ready to drive on down the 
creek, Tom said* “By rights wc ought to 
take some fish home, but 1 hardly think we 
can do it, because they are so soft that I 
don't think they would be in any condition 
for eating after we have driven all the after¬ 
noon with them in the bottom of the wagon, 
so we will postpone that until some other 
day.” 

We made a trip that afternoon almost 
down to the mouth of Big Creek, where it 
empties into the Loup* We got out many 
times and investigated the labyrinth of 
waters, the pools and bayous along the 
stream* some of which were deep and rock 
bottomed and all trimmed with rich vege¬ 
tation in the shape of the plants ami grasses 
making an ideal habitat for brook trout* 
One of the grandest streams, I think, 
by way of information for Fish Commis¬ 
sioner Will J. O'Brien, that lies out of 
doors* I think Mr* O'Brien, who is fully 
resourceful to the situation, would do the 
nice thing for the ranchers up there, and for 
the sportsmen who visit the region, by going 
up himself, make the trip along Big Creek 
and give them a big plant of fingerlings in 
the fall* Some of the pools too, it seems, 
would be large enough, and are always of 
the proper degree of Fahrenheit, for black 
bass* However, I am not at all satisfied on 
this point, as their scope would be too cir¬ 
cumscribed, for thrift. They are a fish that 
make long trips on foraging expeditions 
and seldom confine themselves to small 
holes or pools. But as to the trout, Big 
Creek certainly furnishes one of the grandest 
streams in lhe state for their propagation. 

Along in the afternoon, when we were on 
our way back home by way of Long’s lake, 
we saw a skunk walking leisurely along the 
bank of the creek opposite to us Tom and 
I got out, without our gun, and went over 
as near the animal as we could without 
fording the stream, which at this point was 
waist deep* The skunk looked across at us 
complacently a few seconds and then walked 
on down the stream, we following close to 
him on the opposite shore, Tom finally 
picked up a clod and threw it across at the 
little animal. He turned and faced us, 
twitching his nostrils as If to make out just 


exactly what we were, by scent, then deliber¬ 
ately walked down the bank, squeezed 
through the thin willows, entered the water 
and swam across to our side. 

“Well, that’s about as close as I want 
that fellow to get to me, so we'll go back,” 
said Tom; “but isn’t he a beaut?” And he 
surely was, with his black and white striped 
coat and bushy tail glistening with the water 
from which he had just emerged* He came 
on up the bank, stood still a moment and 
gazed at us long and searching!*-, then 
waddled off through the grass out onto the 
prairie* “Come, get the gun,” cried Dick, 
“and kill itl” But by this time Tom and I were 
at the wagon and climbing in. Tom re¬ 
marked that he had just as leave kill a man 
as a skunk. 

“I don’t believe in this wanton killing,” 
he remarked as we drove on* “If we had 
any use for the skunk, wanted his pelt for 
a pair of mittens, or his carcass to eat, then 
it would be a different thing, but just simply 
to kill because we can; well, I don’t believe 
in that sort of sportsmanship. Again, the 
skunk, while he might occasionally visit 
your hennery, is a very useful animal, and 
instead of being ruthlessly slain by ranchers 
and ranchers' boys* wherever and whenever 
they are encountered, they should be rigor¬ 
ously protected* But, isn’t it funny, we 
never as much as got a whiff of that fellow* 
The reason is, though we didn’t seriously 
disturb him.” 

Here wc came in sight of Mrs* Long's 
neat ranch, house and buildings and the 
beautiful Long Lake, east of the place, with 
its little islands and sandy shores* If there 
was one duck in this lake there were 100,000 
of them, principally mallards, widgeon, 
spoonbill and bluebills. As we rattled over 
the prairie, up near the shores, they arose 
with a thunderous whirring of wings, and 
while we passed along, worked a warp and 
woof and round across and back again, and 
as we left the vicinity over a gentle rise to 
the east* aU settled down into the lake again. 

“If the birds grow thin over at Swan 
Lake/’ remarked Tom, “we can drive over 
here every morning, or any evening, and 
kill a wagonload*” 

In another half hour wc pulled up in front 
of the Merz sod lodge again, and, all piling 
out, got ready for supper which Billy had 
well under way, anticipating our arrival. 
After we had all gorged ourselves like ana¬ 
condas we assembled outside the doorway for 
a smoke and a talk over the incidents of 
the day, and trilling as they were* they were 
full of interest and instruction.

A Canadian Moose Hunt

OR the last score of years, 
the reports from all parts 
of the Canadian wilds 
regarding moose hunting, 
have been very attractive 
to the writer, and he 
yearned to hie himself to 
the Northland, and enjoy 
this sport, that is fit for 
kings. The opportunity never presented 
itself until this last fall, I had heard a great 
many tales of the wonderful moose country 
in Ontario, and a friend of mine whom we 
will nick-name 4 ‘Teddywas up In that 
region a year ago and succeeded in getting 
a very fine specimen head. The tales he 
told were so glowing, and the pictures he 
painted were so lifelike, that I threw business 
cares to the winds and started for the prom¬ 
ised land. 

We decided to take our families with us, 
and as the only child in either family was 
my thirteen year old boy, of course he accom¬ 
panied us, for I had been raising him with 


a gun in one hand and a school book In the 
other, ever since he was four years old. 
Started him out with an air gun, and followed 
on clow-n the line until when we decided to 
take the hunt, I secured for him a Feather¬ 
weight Savage .303, 

We left Chicago on the Duluth-Superior 
Limited, at Duluth we took the Booth Line 
boat for Port Arthur; half way there at a 
point called Lutzen, we picked up a guide 
and cook, Alfred by name, who had been 
with my friend the year before, and was an 
all around woodsman, hunter and guide. 
His particular position in our party, was 
that of cook. 

At Port Arthur we boarded the Canadian 
Pacific Imperial Limited on its way to 
Winnipeg, our destination being about half 
way between the two cities, right in the 
midst of a land fit for nothing but hunting. 
It is almost the center of the blue granite 
district in Ontario, nothing but granite 
boulders, hills and valleys, the valleys being 
filled with water, forming the lakes. Those 
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that are not, have a thick growth of black 
spruce, tamarack and alders, that make 
one of the best game shelters imaginable. 

We left the train at a small town called 
Lagoon situated on Lake La goon , at the 
eastern edge of the Lake of the Woods 
district, directly north of Rainy Lake. 
Lagoon has seen better days. There is a 
saw mill operated there at present * but the 
quality of lumber secured is very poor, and 
some day that will cease operations, and 
as it is all that keeps Lagoon alive at present, 
presume that the town will go with it. 

In the days gone by, all of the supplies, 
machinery, etc., for operating the gold 
mines that are located from thirty to fifty 
miles inland, passed through this place. 
English capital developed the mines, and 
millions were spent. Now there is nothing 
but a lot of deserted shafts, old machinery, 
etc., to mark the spot where formerly there 
was considerable activity. 

To carry these supplies into the interior, 
a small steamboat was operated on Lake 
Lagoon, running south through several 
narrows and rivers to the shores of Minne¬ 
haha Lake, where a landing and warehouse 
were established, and a corduroy road built, 
six miles inland, to the head of the Upper 
Manitou waters, where the little town of 
Good Roads was born. Several mines were 
located at Good Roads, and from there a 
little boat plied southward, furnishing the 
necessaries of life for the miners working 
throughout that territory. Now, this is 
past history, every mine is deserted; not a 
single one in that district was in operation 
when we arrived there. Evidently, there was 
not enough gold to make it profitable, but 
some claim that mismanagement of the 
properties, etc., was the cause of the failure. 
Be that as it may, there is nothing there 
today but a vast country, fit only for hunting 
and trapping, and it is a veritable huuteris 
paradise. 

At Lagoon there is a very good general 
store, owned and conducted by Dr. Black. 
An expert hunter, trapper and canoeist 
himself, he delights in equipping hunting 
parties with all the necessities for a trip of 
this description, furnishing tents, canoes, 
provisions, guides, etc. 

On this occasion he had purchased for 
our use, two beautiful canoes, the largest 
being eighteen feet in length. We outfitted 
there, it taking us almost a week to complete 
our arrangements, secure our guides, etc., 
one cause of delay being, that the night before 
we %vere to start, some one furnished one of 
our Indian guides with “fire water” and the 
result was that we did not leave the next 
day, but had to make a trip of fifteen miles 


inland to the reservation, to secure another 
to take his place. 

The morning finally arrived when we were 
all ready, and wc boarded the little anti¬ 
quated wood burning steamboat ** Galatea 
(the direct opposite of its namesake) which 
conveyed us a distance of twenty-eight or 
thirty miles southward through lakes and 
streams and grassy rivers, where we were 
told, in the summertime a dozen moose 
could be seen fighting flies in Lhe water. 

We finally landed on the southeast shore 
of Lake Minnehaha, where we portaged 
around a waterfall into Peak Lake, a 
beautiful sheet of water between three and 
four miles in length. We traversed this 
lake, portaged from there to Summit Lake, 
and from Summit Lake to Mud Lake, we 
followed a small creek through a muskeg, 
which was almost impassable on account 
of beaver dams and low stage of the water. 
About half way, we were compelled to aban¬ 
don the stream and portage a distance of 
about one and one-quarter miles. Unfor¬ 
tunately, we had spent so much time en¬ 
deavoring to get through the creek, that it 
was very late in the day when we attempted 
the last portage. 

When we arrived on the banks of Mud 
Lake it was almost dark, my partner skirm¬ 
ished around and in a short time came back 
with the information that he had found 
several deserted log cabins that had evi¬ 
dently been miners 1 shacks, that would 
answer admirably for the night. I endeav¬ 
ored to make the ladies comfortable, while 
he returned along the trail to help Alfred and 
the Indians bring over the necessary pro¬ 
visions and bedding to make us comfortable. 
Shortly after Alfred returned with a back 
breaking load and asked for Teddy, and we 
told him that he certainly must have passed 
him, as he had left a short time before. 
But Alfred stated that he had not seen him 
on either trip, and we came to the conclusion 
that he had missed the trail. We fired several 
shots from a gun to attract his attention, 
but heard nothing. However, our shots 
brought relief from an unlocked for source, 
for very quickly thereafter wc heard some 
one coming through the brush, and in a 
short space of time a man appeared, carrying 
a gun, and asked us what we were doing. 
We explained to him our situation, and he 
invited us to his cabin, which he said was a 
short distance away on Mud Lake. We had 
heard of him from our friend, the Doctor, 
but had not imagined that we were so near 
his place. He produced lanterns and he 
and the cook immediately started in pursuit 
of our friend, while the writer and the ladies 
made themselves comfortable in his cabin, 
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which proved to be a very commodious 
cabin indeed* It had been the dormitory, 
dining room and kitchen for a large mining 
company when they were operating the 
mines, the kitchen being at least thirty feet 
square, with an immense range therein' the 
dining room J 30x50, with a large pine table 
built the entire length of one side of the 
room, and stationary benches thereto. The 
upstairs was partitioned off into small 
rooms, fitted with cots. Ne% r er did anything 
look so good to way-worn, weary travelers 
as this hospitable place. 

In a short time we saw the Indians coming 
through the woods and heard Teddy’s voice 
with the rest* He was ardently explaining 
“why he wasn't lost. 71 

We were so royally entertained by the 
gentleman in charge, that we tarried here 
two days. It was a lovely spot, ideal for 
hunting, trapping, etc* * There was an 
abundance of partridges right around the 
cabin, and as the owner had killed a young 
moose only a short time before, we were very 
well supplied with meat. 

Leaving his place bright and early one 
morning* we traveled the entire length of 
Mud Lake, and at its southerly end, we 
made a very short portage into what is 
known as Selby Lake, which is connected 
with a narrow arm of the Upper Manitou 
waters by a small creek that runs between 
low banks of a densely wooded section, there 
being considerable soil of a swampy nature 
on each side of the creek, covered with tali 
reeds three or four feet high, the low lands 
being trampled like a cow-yard, with moose 
tracks* Numerous crossings or paths, where 
the moose are in the habit of crossing this 
stream, were worn down six inches in depth. 

In many places, logs had fallen across this 
stream, which would have made it impass¬ 
ible, had not the Indians and trappers who 
frequent this part of the country, cut small 
sections from the logs, which left just room 
enough for a canoe to slip through. The stream 
wound in and out, now among boulders 
and rocks, then again through a low, flat 
section, and one expected to sec at least 
a dozen moose jump up at any point. 
When we entered the Upper Manitou, 
the waters seemed to have a different color, 
and were as clear as crystal* These waters 
are noted for the big lake trout they contain, 
and we had evidence of that as we caught the 
first one within ten minutes after we emerged 
from the creek. 

About four miles south of this point, there 
is a narrow opening, which connects the 
Upper Manitou proper with a water-way, 
leading one hundred miles south. We 
established our camp on a small point of 
land right adjoining these narrows. We 


were well protected from the wind, and had 
an excellent camping site* We had expected 
to make this only a temporary camp, but 
were so well pleased with the hunting in 
the vicinity, that we made it permanent. 
It took us about a day to establish the camp 
in good order, and the next morning we 
took the Indians and started for moose 
in earnest. Teddy taking the younger Indian, 
by name “Jimmie Chief/ 7 while my boy 
Willard and myself, took “Paddy/ 7 an older 
man, and one of the best hunters that I 
have ever followed. We paddled for several 
miles to the east shore and hunted on the 
main land, through a country that was very 
thickly wooded for these parts, the wooded 
portions of course, being the low lands* 

All of the hills were solid granite and only 
covered with a sparse growth of brush, on 
which the moose brovrse* There were 
innumerable signs of game, moose tracks 
galore, deer tracks, caribou, fox, etc., but 
we were not successful enough to catch a 
glimpse of any of these dwellers of the forest, 
on this, our first venture. 

The next day we started bright and early, 
and paddled perhaps a distance of four or 
five miles, directly southeast, ending up in 
a little bay about three quarters of a mile 
in circumference, Teddy and his guide taking 
the left hand side,Willard and myself, the right* 

Soon after leaving them we discovered a 
dark object, a little inland among the dead 
tamaracks about one quarter mile away, 
which the writer knew was a moose, and 
immediately took several shots at the same. 
Paddy, the Indian guide, said “cow moose/' 
and as the cows are protected, I immediately 
ceased firing and she ambled out into plain 
sight, where wc could see she was without 
horns, and also very much excited, not 
knowing from what direction the shots 
had come* But in a very short time she had 
located us, and was out of sight. 

We landed among scores of dead cedar 
logs washed upon the shores in all shapes. 
Picking our way between these logs, we 
found the entire surface to be trampled 
with moose tracks, big and little. Never 
before had I seen such evidence of wild 
game in one place, and as we proceeded 
inland, the ground had the appearance of 
a pasture. In this country, on account of 
the many tracks, paths, etc,, however* the 
traveling soon became very difficult* There 
were no trees of any description, nearly 
all sparse brush. Where there had been 
a growth of spruce and cedars, they had 
died and fallen crossways. The valleys, 
however, had an abundance of small trees, 
and were also dogged with debris, so that 
it w r as the most difficult going one could 
wxll imagine,

The Indian would invariably work up 
the sides of Lhe ridges, under the cover of 
what brush he could find, until he could reach 
the crest, from which position he could have 
an unobstructed view of the surrounding 
country, and valleys. As the going was 
difficult and it was necessary not to make 
any noise, and as Paddy and Willard were 
fitted with moccasins, while the writer had 
on hob nailed shoes, I naturally fell behind 
and instructed Willard “that in case a moose 
was sighted, he should get busy and not wait 
for the old man,” 

After traveling several miles we ascended 
a very steep ridge composed of granite 
rocks, great and small, in every conceivable 
shape, from the cracks and crannies of 
which grew the sparse growth of brush, so 
that we were compelled to move slowly. 
When we were very near the top the w r riter 
hesitated to look upward and watch the 
Indian creep up to the crest, and peer over. 
He instantly whirled about and motioned 
to the writer. Willard being right behind 
him, came very near being upset in the 
operation, but slipped around the Indian, 
brought his gun to his shoulder, and immedi¬ 
ately began firing. The writer hustled his 


two hundred pounds as lively as possible 
over the ground, and as he reached the top 
and looked over into the valley below, the 
sight that met his eyes, was one long to be 
remembered—a beautiful specimen of bull 
moose was running broad side on, trying 
to make the brush cover which was direedy 
in front of him. 

Just as I brought the gun to my shoulder 
(the boy had about emptied bis rifle) the 
Indian exclaimed “Him hit.” The moose 
had reached the brush and had stopped, 
turning directly away from us and in a 
short time had disappeared from sight. 
The Indian kept repeating “Him go down,” 
“Him bad hit,” and we scampered down the 
sides of the ridge as fast as we could go. 
until w T e reached a point where he had 
stopped arid turned at a right angle. Paddy 
pointed to the blood and we followed this 
trail for perhaps one hundred yards, when 
the Indian said “Him down, him daid,” but 
it was impossible for us to see anything as 
he had been making for the bottom of the 
ravine and the land and rocks were very 
uneven at this point. However, about 
fifty yards further on, we discovered “his 
highness,” and as we approached we found 
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that he had fallen between a number of logs 
with his head crossways on a cedar, he had 
been trying to get over* 

It was a splendid bull weighing about 1400 
pounds, with a spread of antlers of about 
4-1 inches* The boy had caught him right 
back of the left shoulder, the ball lodging 
under the hide on the opposite side* This was 
taken out by Teddy, who had some miss- 
givings in regard to who had killed the 
animal, but they were entirely wiped away 
when he secured the ,303 bullet, for the “old 
man’s” gun was a .405* 

The rest of the day was consumed in 
going back to camp for Alfred, getting the 
camera, etc,, after which wc met Teddy as 
per agreement, and all went in to view the 
trophy* We took the scalp, took out the 
sirloin and tenderloin, and left the carcass 
where it lay. Even then we did not arrive 
back in camp until dark* 

ihe morning Teddy got his specimen, we 
left camp bright and early, crossing the Upper 
Manitou, a distance of about six miles, and 
hunted inland, through a country covered 
with a dense growth of brush about eight 
feet high, mak i ng it aboil t as difficuIt traveiing 
as one could think of* We were compelled 
to follow paths made by the moose themselves 
in going through the brush. Out party 
separated at the beach as usual, and we had 
traveled about two miles of this territory 
and had worked up the side of a hill until 
we arrived at the Lop. The Indian was 
standing on a large granite boulder and the 
boy and I were sitting down resting, scanning 
the scenery, as we were elevated about four 
feet above the tops of the surrounding 
brush, and had a beautiful view of the 
country* After having maintained this 
position for about ten minutes, the Indian 
suddenly startled us by saying “Moose 
coming*” We jumped to our feet and 
listened intently for three or four minutes 
before we could distinguish a slight rustling 
in the brush about one hundred yards to 
the right* 

It is astonishing how quietly an animal 
like a moose, with so great a spread of 
horns, can propel itself through the bushes* 

It was only at intervals that we could locate 
the bull, by the rustling which kept coming 
nearer, and it seemed as if it would pass us 
at a point about fifty yards away. The 
writer was straining every nerve to discover 
where the animal was, looking slightly to 
the right, when the Indian suddenly pointed 
to our left, said, “da/ 1 and there was the 
head of a moose, with the horns extended, 
looking directly at us over the tops of the 
brush* 

It was a magnificent sight. He held 


perfectly still in this position while we raised 
our guns, took deliberate aim, and both 
fired in unison. Instantly the moose dis¬ 
appeared, we naturally supposing that he 
was calmly stretching his full length on the 
ground, a dead moose, but when we arrived 
at the spot, alas, there was no moose* But 
Paddy said, “Him hit/' and I looked at 
him in astonishment until he pointed to 
the ground, from which I picked up a large 
bunch of hair, cut by the bullet from the 
shoulders of the moose. The fact that the 
moose was not there, was due to the way in 
which he was standing, which was on a large 
granite boulder that inclined at an angle of 
about thirty degrees, his hind feet being 
down at the lower extremity, his front at 
the highest point, and his head stretched 
looking over the tops of the brush* Therefore, 
the writer’s bullet, instead of hitting a vital 
point directly back of the shoulder, had 
struck him high. There were blood spots 
leading away on the trail, which we followed, 
as they grew gradually larger* The moose had 
run in the neighborhood of three quarters 
of a mile before going down, and it is aston¬ 
ishing how much lead they can carry, when 
it doesn't hit them in a vital spot* 

While following the trail, we heard the 
report of Teddy's gun and from the direction 
of the sound and by some unknown method, 
Paddy concluded “Him got moose,” which 
proved to be true, when we got back to the 
shore to our meeting point. 

The next day we decided to break camp, 
as it had been three weeks since we left 
home and we felt that it was time that we 
get into communication with the outside 
w T orld, not knowing what might have hap¬ 
pened while we were in the woods. We 
packed our belongings, loaded our canoes 
and paddled six miles up an arm of the 
Upper Manitou to Good Roads, where a 
stage road runs to a landing on Minnehaha 
Lake to join the steamboat, a distance of 
six miles* 

We were obliged to remain in Good Roads 
over night, so as to go out early the following 
morning to catch the boat, said boat only 
running about twice or three times a week* 
The trip across this six mile portage was 
delightful, the majority of the party walked; 
partridges were thick, and we saw more 
real timber traveling those six miles than 
we had seen on our entire journey. We were 
a little late arriving at the landing* but the 
steamboat was patiently waiting* We board¬ 
ed the same, and arrived at Lagoon between 
three and four o'clock that afternoon. 
After resting up for a day, we boarded the 
Imperial Limited train for Winnipeg, return¬ 
ing by way of St* Paul and Minneapolis.

A Master of the Gun Making Art 

By EL A. KANE 


\A /"IIO among us has not in fancy shared 
v * the inspiration and enthusiasm of the 
sculptor boy, as chisel in hand he stands beside 
the rough marble block, fresh from the quarry. 
With muscles charged with nervous energy 
and eyes aflame with a vision of the possi¬ 
bilities of boldness of design and beauty of 
outline, which to him stand revealed in the 
blue veined rock soon to take form under 
the touch of his inspired genius and skill. 
Not less to be admired are the great masters 
of the brush, who with their glorified con¬ 
ception of form and color and their complete 
conquest of light and shadow, so beautify 
our homes that even' artistic sense is gratified 
and delighted. Even more deserving of our 
homage than these masters of the chisel and 
brush, are the patient unsung artisans of 
the industrial world, many of whom are 
sculptors in them boldness and originality 
of design and artists in the faultless ness of 
their execution. Among the latter class of 
artisans may he found our gunsmiths, such 
men as Ludwig Wundhammer, Fred Adolph, 
Steve Mourner, and the hero of our present 
story, Mr, Ullrich Wosneck. 


These men, eminent in their profession, 
have dignified their calling by bringing to it 
the fervid imagination of the sculptor, the 
artistic temperament and deft touch of the 
painter, as well as the skilled hand of the 
artisan. This rare combination of talent and 
skill is clearly shown in the superb work of 
their hands, and to own a specimen of their 
handicraft is to a gun lover as great a pleasure 
as to be the possessor of a work by one of 
the old masters. The object of this article 
is not to advertise any particular firm or 
repairing establishment, but to pul the gun 
lovers of America in touch with skillful 
workmen who can do their work in a manner 
strictly in keeping with the grade of the gun, 
no matter how' celebrated its maker or how r 
expensive the arm may be. 

In former numbers of the Outer's Book, 
Mr, E, C. Grossman, with his eloquent pen 
has told us something of the abilities of Mr. 
Wundhammer along this line; Lieut. Whelen 
in his direct, soldierly style tells us something 
of the versatility of Fred Adolph, as a gun 
artist, while the writer has given a rather 
inadequate idea of the capabilities of the 
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veteran gunsmith, Steve Mourner, for high 
grade workmanship. A piece of work recently 
finished by Mr. Ullrich W pa neck, which 
came under the observation of the writer, 
not only entitles him to full membership 
among this distinguished company, but to 
an exalted position among the gun artists 
of any country. 

Among the noted trap shooters of America 
no one is better known in professional ami 
amateur circles than Mr. Fred C. WulfF, a 
member of the Badger Club of Milwaukee. 
He shoots under the nom de plume of Capt. 
jack, but so popular is he among the fraternity 
that his alias no longer serves to conceal his 
identity. Like every gun man true to type, 
Capt. Jack is an expert shot with any kind 
of a gun, and the proud possessor of many 
beautiful weapons. Among his most favored 
possessions is a beautiful high grade single 
barrel trap gun invented by Mr. R. C, Wulff 
and manufactured by Mr. Gus. Babich, to 
his special order. This gun, which is a beau¬ 
tiful specimen of gun architecture, fits Mr. 
Wlnfif perfectly, and is invariably selected 


by him, when called on to face a field of hot 
competitors. When in form and armed with 
his favorite he has little to fear from anyone, 
be be expert, amateur or professional. 

While shooting at the Illinois Slate Tourna¬ 
ment at Springfield, 1912, being prompted 
by a couple of unearned misses, Mr. Wulff 
examined his beautiful gun, and discovered 
that a small crack had developed in the 
forward extension of the frame near the 
angle of the standing breech. Another 
crack appeared on the face of the standing 
breech extending downward and joining at 
right angles with the first, thus putting the 
gun out of commission permanently. Un¬ 
dismayed by his misfortune Mr, Wulff, like 
a true sportsman, borrowed a strange gun 
and shot through the tournament heavily 
handicapped, but without complaint. On 
reaching home he immediately got into 
communication with the makers of the gun 
and learned to his dismay that it would 
require several months to make the necessary 
repairs, without even knowing that within 
three blocks of his own cozy bachelor

we keep up the shop work/* answered the 
gifted Bohemian. 

“Then the job is yours/' said Capt Jack. 
“Take your own time and set your own 
price.” 

“Accept the job and do your very best 
for Mr. WulfT," said Steve. 

Mr. Wosneck’s first act was to order a 
steel forging from a local firm. In placing 
bis order he submitted a wooden model of 
the exact dimensions required and specified 
that the forging must be made of per cent 
carbon steel and hand forged, the grain of 
the metal to follow the longitudinal contour 
of the forging. This was to give the greatest 
possible strength in the direction of the most 
frequent strain. Mr. Wosneek’s long ex¬ 
perience had taught him that the grade of 
steel ordered by him was the best for the 
purpose, and much superior to that generally 
used for such work. The forging we'ghed 
six and a half pounds, but when milled and 
finished it was reduced to one and a half 
pounds. This will give the reader something 
of an idea of the amount of work required 
to bring the rough forging into shape. The 
deep millings to receive the lugs of the barrel, 
and the lock plate, which stood on edge be¬ 
tween them, extended almost through the 
forward extension and the standing breech. 
The milling was done entirely by hand and 


quarters, there lived a gunsmith, not only 
competent to repair his favorite, and make 
It better and stronger than before, but to 
Improve and beautify it in a manner which 
never occurred to the original maker. 

The Meunier repair shop is considered by 
The trap shooters as a son of dub house 
vrhere, during working hours, the talent may 
ever be found with the genial Steve presiding. 
Here the victories of many a stubbornly 
contested match are won over and over 
again, and many a tale of woe is again 
recounted* It was during one of these 
sessions that Capt. Jack showed his broken 
gun to Steve, and asked his opinion as to 
whether a new T frame could be made that 
would be somewhat in keeping with the 
original one. “Yes/* said Steve, "but the 
job would be a long, tedious and expensive 
one and I doubt whether our electric ma¬ 
chinery and milling tools are heavy enough 
for work of this nature. However, show the 
gun to Mr, Wosneck, and get his opinion," 
Mr. Wosneck was called into consultation 
and after he had examined the broken frame 
thoughtfully for a moment, his face bright¬ 
ened, and he exclaimed in a voice firm with

"One week steady w'ork or three weeks if

the tools with which it was done were made 
by Mr. Wosncck as needed and as the work 
progressed. 

The or n a metal bosses on each side of the 
frame, which continued the contour of the 
barrel* were made higher, bolder and more 
ornamental than on the old frame, giving 
a much neater and more pleasing outline 
than the original, besides adding consider¬ 
able strength to the new frame. While 
carefully inspecting the work, the writer 
used a fine glass and a micrometer and at all 
points the work showed the utmost mechani¬ 
cal uniformity and precision. The lugs on 
the barrels are placed side by side, not 
tandem as in most other shotguns, but with 
just sufficient opening between them to 
accommodate the lock plate, which stands 
in a vertical position* The fitting of the lock 
plate and the lugs was such as to challenge 
admiration of every one. The lugs seemed to 
fit to contact at every point, which would 
give perfect bearing everywhere and thus 
reduce friction to a minimum* 

During the process of fitting, several 
improvements were made in the mechanism, 
which did not appear in the original arm. 
The firing pin, which in the old frame was 
set at an angle, was changed in the new one, 
and placed on a perfect line with the axis of 
the bore, thus enabling the hammer to 
strike a more direct and powerful blow* 


Another point, which is worthy of notice, 
was that the old plate in places was found 
very thin and weak, which undoubtedly 
caused the trouble, in making the new 
frame the parts were all strengthened* The 
lock plate was thinned down without weak¬ 
ening it, and this material left to strengthen 
the frame and leave better holding for the 
two lugs* The hinge on the old frame was 
rather light, leaving but little material with 
which to withstand the strain of heavy 
firing. This was also remedied by leaving 
ample material to sufficiently strengthen 
the frame, and reinforce the hinge at that 
point. Thus the frame was not only built 
of new and better material than was originally 
used, but it was reinforced at every point 
where additional strength was needed; and 
without adding a fraction of an ounce to the 
weight, or a hairs breadth to the bulk, the 
strength of the frame was trebled. 

A remarkable feature of this lock system 
is that to bring sear and hammer in perfect 
contact, and to secure all to the frame only 
three friction pins were used, and the note- 
wor t hy feature is that w it h ou t gauge s, 
templates or other aids, the holes were 
drilled and the parts filled with such pre¬ 
cision that the gun was assembled at the 
first effort without further trouble* It will 
be remembered too that the fancy walnut 
Stock was already formed to fit on the original 
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frame so that it was necessary to fit the 
present steel frame to the stock, which was 
a more difficult undertaking than to fit wood 
to metal So perfect was the workmanship 
that old and new frame are perfectly inter¬ 
changeable with the original stock. 

The fitting of the Lrigger-plate was one of 
the most difficult features of the whole work. 
Not only must the trigger-plate be perfectly 
fitted so that sear and other mechanism 
would come exactly right, but the lugs on 
trigger plate must be drilled to correspond 
with other pieces of mechanism and their 
seat-way, so that the friction pins would 
engage and hold all in perfect line. It is 
seldom that one finds the combined talent of 
designer, artisan and decorator embodied in 
one workman. Mr. Wosneck combines all 
these qualities within himself. Not only 
is this frame and barrel fitted perfectly, but 
the decorations are perfect and as artistic 
as may be found on any gun of any grade 
in any country. The frame is fully engraved; 
the design is of bold sweeping scroll, encircling 
smaller ones. The frame is entirely covered 
and on the bottom just ahead of the trigger- 
plate a neat monogram of the owner's name 
is shown in large gold letters. 

To farther show the skill and versatility 
of the remarkable genius as a gun builder, 
the writer has secured photographs of a 
revolver of unique design built in Austria, 
where Mr. Wosneck worked for many years 
and wdiieh he helped to build. The revolver 
is the property of Mr. Fred Best of Milwaukee, 
and it is to his enthusiasm as a gun lover and 
collector, that we are indebted for these 
beautiful photographs. The weapon may in 
every sense of the word be called a ‘‘take 
down” and as one of Mr. Best's friends 
facetiously remarked, “It can be taken apart 
to waltz music and assembled in jig time.” 
The revolver is a .32 caliber, eight-shot, 
double action, the workmanship and material 
of which is the equal in quality of any weapon 
ever turned out by our world famous Smith 
& Wesson or Colt Armorers. 

This unique weapon contains many fea¬ 
tures never before seen by the writer on any 
arm of the revolving type. The weapon is a 
double action, but it may be cocked by hand 


and used as a single action. By shifting 
an eccentric fever at the rear of the cartridge 
stbp and the right of the hammer the latter 
is locked immovably. While in this position 
the loading gate may be thrown open, the 
weapon held in the left hand, the trigger 
pulled with the left fore-finger without 
danger of working the hammer, and the 
cartridges may be placed in the chambers 
with the right, as the cylinder revolves. A 
very ingenious combination of spindle and 
ejecting rods enables the user to eject the 
empty shells one by one as fired, or to remove 
the cylinder for ejecting or reloading. The 
trigger guard is the key to the take-apart 
system. By simply springing forward the 
rear end of the guard the left half of the 
frame is unlocked. This is hinged at the 
hump of the handle and opens to the rear, 
after which the two halves of the wooden 
handle and each separate pari of the mechan¬ 
ism may be lifted out for cleaning, oiling 
and repairs. 

Contrary to the usual custom the inside 
of the frame and springs are beautifully 
polished, nothing is left rough or unfinished 
or shows the marks of the milling tools. The 
hammer and trigger are case hardened and 
show the beautiful golden straw color, which 
adds so much to the appearance of a well 
made weapon. Throughout the weapon 
there is not a sign of a screw hole or friction 
pin, yet nowhere throughout this perfectly 
fitted weapon is there any indication of 
looseness or shakiness. The leverages of 
the action are long and the hammer is 
released in double action with less effort 
than any other make of double action ever 
handled by the writer. This revolver is 
made and guaranteed for the use of modern 
smokeless ammunition with a steel mantled 
bullet. While used as a single aciion it is 
fully the equal of our best American pro¬ 
ducts. No piece of gun w r ork that the writer 
has ever seen shows the inventive genius and 
the master hand more than this unique 
weapon. There may be nothing in inherited 
talent or it may be a potent factor in the 
development of talent and genius. Be that as it 
may, Mr. Wosneck Is on the safe side as he rep¬ 
resents the fourth generation of gunsmiths. 
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Some Bass Lures I Have Met

JV/fUCH is written about the “unsports- 
manlikcncss" of more than one hook, 
many are the harsh things said pro and con. 
I think that the matter has been overdone, 
perhaps on both sides. I am an advocate of 
the side hook for bass, for pike and fish of 
that ilk^those that strike from behind— 
the trailing hook is all right. I think I am 
safe in saying that nine out of ten black bass 
strike from the side, and if hooked, arc 
hooked on the side hooks. Did von ever 
watch a bass strike a live minnow? Well, 
he takes it across the middle, turns it about 
before swallowing, which may take half a 
minute or even two. Parenthetically, the 
bait fisher must not strike too soon or he 
will fail to hook his fish. If a bass strikes a 
lure in the middle and there is no hook there 
to fasten him, think you that he will bother 
to turn the minnow in order to find the tail 
hooks? Not much. With certain well-known 
lures, some of which are illustrated herewith, 
I have experimented, taking oil all but the 
rear hooks, and as a consequence losing 
seven out of nine strikes. Perhaps if a lure 
were built so as to travel without tail hooks, 
but supplied with one upon either side, the 
trouble would be obviated; however, to re¬ 
move the rear hook ruins the balance of 
almost any lure with which I am acquainted, 
and to remove the side hooks lessens the 
chance of hooking a bass about 90 per cent* 
Leave the side hooks on, the maker knew 
his business. But let us talk about these 
lures. 

No. 22 is a well known floating bait, the 
favorite lure of the maker and he is an expert 
fisherman as well as tackle manufacturer. 
The body is white, the head red, and the tin 
collar gives the lure a very lifelike motion. 
We already have pointed out some of the 
advantages of the floating lures and need not 
repeat what was said here. This particular 
lure was one of the first of the type and is 
still a favorite. No. 23, another floating 
bait that is provided in many colors; among 
its good points one should mention its 
peculiar shape and the metal “iin" which 
trembles when the lure moves through the 
water, and from which no doubt it takes its 
name, 4 £ Red-fin. ” No, 24, is one I swear by. 
You know how it is, one learns to have confi¬ 
dence in a certain lure and will stand by it 
whether or no; but Just the same “Wilson's 


Fluted Wobbler" is one of the best of the new 
floating bails. I have tried it out under al! 
conditions and have always found it depend-

able* The only criticism 1 would make is 
that the hooks are not strong enough* Its 
peculiar construction gives it a wobbling 
motion in the water, darting, rising, falling 
as it is reeled in. Red and white in color. 
No. 25 is one of the later “Dowagiaes," 


provided with a single fly and spoon. In 
No. 2fi we have the “Woodpecker, 13 red head 
and white body, of course* A very excellent 
floater. No. 27 is the well-known “Moon¬ 
light” bass bait, a lure that glows after dark, 
if exposed to the sunlight or match flame 
previously* It is a winner and no mistake, 
just the thing for those men who must needs go 
fishing after the day’s labor is ended* When 
one can have a bait that lights the fish home, 
he should not complain. The last one on 
this page 1 No. 28, is the “Coaxer,” though 
you would hardly know* it from the photo¬ 
graph, the camera not doing the lure justice* 
However, if the camera failed, fishermen do 
not* The lure comes in all sizes, makes a 
commotion in the water like a canoe, and is 
a very attractive and successful lure* The 
first time I used one, I said to my companion, 
a doctor, as I reeled in, “Well, w T hat does it 
look like?” “Looks like the devil,” he 
replied, though later he was compelled to say 
good things of it. If you do not already 
possess a set, better invest* 

Turning now' to our next photograph* vve 
find a great mixture of lures, owing to the 
photographer’s inability to picture the lures 
as numbered; however, we can get at the 
matter with a little disregard for consecu¬ 
tiveness, any way one number will serve as 
well as another as a handle. No. 20 is a 
murderous thing with a murderous name, 
“The Battleship*” Count the hooks, five 
trebles, and yet every one is needed on so 
large a lure* That the lure is a luring more 
than one angler is ready to testify. It will 
catch bass* No* 32 is a lure of which I am 
especially fond, for it is an attractive bait 
and one that does not violate any of the 
tenets of good sportsmanship. With the 
belly hooks, which do not show in the picture, 
removed, it becomes practically weedless, 
the feet protecting the point of the rear books. 
No. 33 is one of a set of lures called “Quick 
Change,” and they arc well named, A set 
of those flics and cylinders will give the angler 
3G changes of color. Hardly heavy enough 
for a casting rod, but works well with a 
heavy fly rod* No* 34 show r s “Cooper's 
Weedless F’orkcr,” a lure of which we heard 
a great deal some two years ago and is just 
as attractive today. 35 and 36 are “Wobblers,” 
o! which there are many styles upon the 
market. Splendid lures for bass, and pickerel. 
No. 39 is a “1913 Special,” a dark lure 
covered with bits of mica. No, 40, 4 'Little 
Bob,” son of the moonlight bait mentioned 
some time ago, is intended for night trout fish¬ 
ing, though attractive for bass. Also luminous. 
No. 41 is also a new r lure* With bright red 
body and buck! ail hook it should be a winner* 
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No. 52 should not have appeared here—a 
double guard weedless hook that is too well 
known to need more than mention. Later on 
when you see 52, think of these words, A 
good weed less* 

Turning now to the last cut, Nos. 42, 43 
and 44 are new South Bend buektail minnows, 
just out, which will appeal to all anglers. 
Colors vary as you can see, 4.5, two 45s, 
show another style oi weedless hook, one 
with bucktail and the other plain, if in 
search of a weedless hook, look them over. 
No, 46 shows the "Expert Minnow/ 1 about 
as perfectly shaped minnow as I ever saw, 
and the angler who thinks that fish take the 
lure for something good lo eat will surely 
be pleased. The hooks are so arranged that 
they will always stand out ready to do bush 
ness. The photograph does not do justice to 
this beautiful lure. Nos. 47 and 48 show a 
weedless hook with frog harness. 1 can not 
here go into the good points of this truly 
wonderful contrivance, but every angler who 
uses frogs will be interested, The hook is 
so weighted that the frog always travels 
right side up, and the hooks will not catch 
in the weeds. No.49, "The Nemo," a musky 
bait good for bass. Certainly one of the fine 
new lures. No. 51 will acquaint you with the 
“Magnet Pearl Minnow/ 1 a wobbler, darter 
and spoon combined. I need say nothing 
of this lure, the experienced angler will 
discover its good points at once. No, 53 
shows the "Mayer Weedless" with fly 
attached and two small spoons, I know of 
nothing better for a light casting rig, pre¬ 
ferably a fly-rod. 

So we have come to the end of this collec¬ 
tion, 1 would have gladly written at length 

regarding more than one of these lures, but 
ol course, that could not be; but 1 will make 
this fellowship offer, if you desire further 
information regarding these or other liyres. 
write and I will promptly answer. It may be 
that you have not discovered your favorite 
lure in this article or in the one that preceded, 
if so, you will confer a favor upon the editor 
and fishing fraternity generally, by writing 
us a letter, telling all about it, There are un¬ 
doubtedly many good lures upon the market 
of which we have never heardj though we 
have consciously tried to make as complete 
a collection as possible. There is room now 
for a short article upon spoons, for 1 am 
a Philistine when it comes to the simple 
trolling baits. More than once I have won 
a victory when defeat seemed inevitable,

The Amateur Fly Tyer’s Work Bench 

Chapter VUI—TYING THE ROYAL COACHMAN 


A BIT of un-natural history regarding 
the origin of this fly may not be out 
of place before we take up the actual tying, 
and, as it is but an evolution of the well 
known Coachman, one of America's most 
popular flies, we must begin our history 
with that foreign fly, “Foreign?” Yes, 
Lhe Coachman was imported from Walton *s 
land. 

The Coachman is a simple, easily tied 
fly: Body, peacock h erl; Iegs, brow n hackle; 
wings, white. Of course there are many 
variations in tying, but the one here given 
is the preferred. In that book so often 
quoted in these chapters we read,—“The 
Coachman is, perhaps, the most general 
favorite of any fly used in America,” a state¬ 
ment which few- anglers will care to dispute* 
The fly derives its name from the occupation 
of the man who originated It, for Tom 
Bos worth was a coachman, a royal coachman, 



long strands of herl and 
White wing feathers and hackle already 


having driven three of England's sovereigns, 
namely, George the Fourth, William the 
Fourth, and good Queen Victoria, Many are 
the stories told of his skill with whip and 
rod, picking a pipe from the mouth of a 
passer-by with the former, and filling his 
creel with the latter even when preceded 
on the stream by expert anglers who had 
been unsuccessful* Such was the father of 
the Coachman, 

The Royal Coachman, as mentioned above, 
an evolution of the English coachman, is a 
modern fly, having been born in 1878. It 
seems that Mr. John Hally, a professional 
fly-dresser of New York, was requested to 
lie some Coachman flies in an especially 
strong manner for a gentleman going into 
the north country, which he accomplished, 
binding the peacock herl in the middle with 
red silk to prevent fraying of the body; 
then, acting from an impulse as you and I 
have often done, added a tail of barred 
wood duck feathers* The result w r as a strik¬ 
ing fly, which Mr, L, C Orvis, brother of 
Charles Orvis, dubbed the Royal Coachman, 
because “so finely dressed.” Such was the 
first Royal Coachman, though usually I 
think it is not now tied with a tail, and often 
a tag of red silk is added at the rear end of 
the body. So much for the fly and its 
history* now T we turn our attention to the 
work-bench. 

Place a snelled hook in the vise as usual, 
and before you begin to shape the body 
place a couple of white feathers along the 
hook to form wings later on, exactly as you 
did before when tying the Professor, building 
the body out of silk floss unless the fly is so 
small that a foundation is not needed, in 
which case the ends of the wing-feathers 
and peacock herl will prove sufficient. Now 
the actual building of the fly begins* Allow 
a slight show* of gold tinsel at the butt, this 
is not necessary, is often left off, but I think 
adds to the appearance and attractiveness; 
of course, the workman understands that the 
gold is not to be overdone. In the place of 
the gold some fly-tyers use a few turns of 
red silk, though the practise is in no wise 
general, still, if you think the little touch 
of color adds to the attractiveness of the 
fly, you are at liberty to use it* 

Pick out three rather long strands of 
peacock herl and catch them in at the butt 
with the binding silk, exactly as you learned 
to do in a former chapter* (Fig, 1)* Take the 
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three herls together and wrap them around 
the hook, working from you, until slightly 
more than a third of the body-length is 
covered. Care should be exercised not to 
twist the strands in winding them about the 
hook or they will not lie close and the finished 
work will appear uneven and crude; also 
maintain the same strain upon each strand 
or one or more will “puff,” that is why I 
advise winding the three strands at once. 
When the first portion of the body is con¬ 
structed, catch the her! with two or three 
turns of the binding silk, then, pressing the 
strands of herl close up against the body- 
form, catch in the end of a strand of bright 
red floss; let the floss hang and pass the 
binding silk around the herl, catching it 
up for the required distance of the red middle 
body, (See Fig. 2), Now take up the red 
doss and wind it on the body-form, building 
up until even with the her! and nearly as 
long as the first segment of green. Some 
tycrs make the red portion longer than 
either segment of green, but I prefer to have 
the red narrower. Now catch the end of 
the floss with the binding silk, clipping all 
but a quarter of an inch or so which is to 
be wound under the strands of herl, thus 
rendering the silk portion of the body secure. 

Now take up the herl again and complete 
formation of body, (Fig. 3), being sure to 
allow plenty of room for the hackle, “legs,” 
which must be placed in position before the 
wings are bent back. When required amount 
of herl has been added, bind securely wdth 
silk and dip off ends. Catch in the 'hackle 
(Fig, 4), “legs,” remembering that they are 
to be bunched on the lower side, if some 
persist in sticking above the hook, clip off 
close to the body so that when wings are 
bent back ends will be covered. The photo¬ 
graph of the completed fly well illustrates 
what 1 mean, and it will pay you to refer 
to it whenever in doubt as to what to do 
next. The wings are bent back and bound in 
position with the silk, a process with which 
vye are perfectly familiar now, though each 
time we perform it wc find that avc increase 
our skill. In dipping wings to required shape, 
use the scissors with care, cutting away bit 
by bit, for it is easy to cut off but impossible 
to cut on. It is very easy to ruin a good fly 
Avith the scissors, so use circumspection 
when you employ them. We hoav have 
reached the head of the fly, the formation 
of which is a simple matter. Some workmen, 
when building bass flies, such as we here 
illustrate (Fig. 4), form exaggerated heads, 
extending the peacock herl out to the end 
for that purpose; a practise Avhich maybe 
all-right for very large flies, though person¬ 



ally I prefer the small head, a bit of winding 
silk covered with shellac and varnished. It 
has always seemed to me that in the manufac¬ 
ture of artificial flies we should copy nature 
as nearly as possible, though of course, I 
know that sometimes the most unnatural 
and impossible bunch of feathers (look at 
the jungle cock) will attract fish. 

You will note that I have not built this 
fly with a tail though, as I said in opening 
the chaplet, the original fly was given a 
Avood-duck tail. Whether or not a tail cvct 
adds to the attractiveness of a fly, from a 
fish J s view-point, is open to debate. A tail 
to be durable must be constructed from stiff 
quill feathers, or it will matt in the water. 
Sometimes the first two or three Avindings 
of herl, or other body material, is placed in 
position before the tail is inserted, that 
appendage standing out at right angles from 
the body as was true in the case of the Pro¬ 
fessor illustrated in Chapter 6 of this series. 
Almost any fly may be changed by the 
addition of a tail, and any fly with a tail

may be changed by using other feather 
combinations, a statement which holds true 
of wings also; but when building a fly the 
first few times, build it true to pattern until 
the feather combinations arc fixed in your 
mind, then, and not until then, resort to 
variations. If you have a penchant for a 
new fly, build it new from start to finish, I 
enjoy creating a new fly, especially when 
copying some insect seen upon the surface of 
the water, though I also enjoy building a 
monstrocity, unlike anything ever dreamed 
of by Nature, yet will catch fish. 

Now that we have learned how to tie the 
Professor, Marlow Buzz, Palmer and Royal 
Coachman, we have got an insight into the 


methods of lhe fly artist, having tied what we 
may call type-flics, and all that we need is 
the particular feather combinations in order 
to tie any fly on Lhe market. Every amateur 
fly dyer should own some book like "Salmon 
and Trout, 3 ' by Dean Sage and others, lor 
the description of flies given in the last 
chapter arc almost invaluable. Of course, 
the colored plates in “Favorite Flies” are 
very helpful, even as the historical matter 
is interesting. The greatest help though is 
found in flies from the house of some reputable 
maker. Study the work of the finished 
fly artist. We might take up each one of 
the several thousand flies tied and at the 
end you would know no more about the matter 
than you do now. The best way for any one 
to do who aspires to become a fly tycT, after 
he secures the rudiments of the art, is to 
tie flies. Instruction will never add skill to 
the fingers, practise alone will do that. 

In our next chapter I will tell you how I 
came to tic, and how I tie a fly which I call 
the “carrion crow/ 1 a fly which has proven 
wonderfully successful under certain water 
and weather conditions. I spin this yarn 
so that you may sec the value of being able 
to originate a fly to meet an unusual condi 
tion, “Necessity is the mother of Invention/ 1 
you know.

Some Discoveries in Shot Patterns 

By PAUL B, JENKINS 


t'VERY devotee of the shotgun has at 
^ some time or other had a ride-crank 
friend lift a supercilious eye-brow toward 
where the pet 12 gauge hangs on the wall, 
remarking patronizingly: “So you like the 
gas-pipe game, do you?” Here's hoping that 
the shotgun man has held his temper and his 
tongue and has inveigled the rifleman to 
the ‘'traps,” has thrust a shotgun into his 
hands, and has proceeded to chortle Joy¬ 
ously as the other has blazed sulphurously 
away at a series of tiny black targets dis¬ 
appearing one after another toward the 
horizon—unscathed! It's good discipline. 
Every rifle-user should be treated to it once 
in a while, after which he will brag less 
about what his beloved bolt-action will do, 
and will treat the fraternity of the “scatter 
gun” like men and brethren in the great game 
of the mastery of firearms. 

There are parts of the world, however, 
where the epithet of “gas-pipe” happens to 
be literally true. When in the strenuous days 
of r 99 Uncle Sam’s boys were endeavoring 
to round up our unwilling colonists of Moro, 
Tagalog, Negrito and other breeds among the 
rice fields and foot-hills of Luzon, the versa¬ 
tile Filipino had a way of improvising 
“artillery” to suit his needs. He would take 
a piece of gas-pipe about four feet long, 
drill a touch-hole near one end, wind the 
whole tightly with “borrowed” telegraph 
wire, bore a hole lengthwise of a log of the 
right length, insert the pipe, bore a hole in 
the log to communicate with the touch-hole 
in the pipe, mount the whole contrivance on 
wheels, pour in as much powder as he had on 
hand, add on top thereof all the miscellane¬ 
ous nails, bolts, marbles and other junk that 
lhe village could unearth, point the muzzle 
toward the approaching boys in blue, and 
then every ‘little brother "in brown” lay 
down or got behind something while some 
luckless wight applied fire to the touch- 
hole, It never mattered whether the artillery 
man survived, for the desired result was a 
hail of particles in the direction of the 
column that made the Americans fancy that 
a hardware store must have blown up and 
that the contents of the nail kegs were 
returning to earth in their vicinity. After 
which our boys got busy with their Krags 
and the Filipino army grabbed its auger and 
“beat it” for the next village, there to 
rustle more gas-pipe, telegraph wire, wheels 
and a log, and prepare another “battery,” 


Not only in the Philippines, A thriving 
trade is done today by certain Belgian “gun- 
factories” that turn out dint-lock guns for the 
African trade, many of whose barrels are 
actually nothing else than so much iron 
gas pipe cut into convenient lengths and 
fastened to the stocks with sufficient strength 
to stand the jolting of a voyage to the Congo, 
where they are sold to the guileless black 
man for about ten dollars’ worth of brass 
rods, and the proud hunter takes his piece 
out to hunt elephants, hippos or his enemies 
—and is frequently carried home by his 
relatives to give our missionary surgeons a 
little practice in picking bits of gas pipe out 
of his anatomy. 

The point of all of which foregoing re¬ 
marks, by the way, is simply that while the 
use of actual plumbers' hardware as gun 
barrels is not ventured upon by modern 
manufacturers of firearms for sale in civilized 
countries, there are yet thousands of shot¬ 
guns sold over the counter every year of 
whose actual shooting abilities their pur¬ 
chasers know about as much as if they were 
buying so much gas pipe. To aid a bit in 
the long, slow task of dispelling that popular 
ignorance is one of the aims (no pun, please 1) 
of this article. 

The fact is, of course, that what happens 
in a charge of shot and among its component 
pellets, after the trigger is pulled, is still a 
good deal of a mystery—is several different 
kinds of a mystery, too, for that matter. 
Mr. Charles Ask ins has given us the latest 
word on the subject, and yet his fascinating 
chapter chiefly amounts to telling us that 
he doesn't really know but has a fine theory. 
He is exceedingly likely to find out all about 
it yet, however, and when he does, and tells 
us, we will all rise up and call him blessed— 
except certain gun-manufacturers! 

Yet Mr. Askins agrees with every other 
authority on the shotgun that evenness and 
closeness of pattern, combined, is the great 
desideratum. It is also the most difficult 
thing to secure in that modern paragon of 
perfections, the American-made shotgun. 
Everything rise that the veriest gun crank 
alive can dream of for his ideal of “the 
finest gun in the world” can be had for a 
sufficient sum, from “skeleton butt-plate” to 
a row, more or less, of ivory bead sights 
along the “elevated rib.” But of what avail 
all these, as St, Paul once said in effect, if 
the gun, once you have it, will not shoot 
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where you aim, or will not do it evenly over 
the imaginary 30-inch circle? 

Has the reader any idea at all of what 
proportion there are of shotguns that will not 
spread their patterns with anything like 
evenness over the said circle? Lots of guns 
will —if you shoot at a piece of paper first and 
then draw your circle so that its center will 
coincide with the center of the charge! 
Which, by the way, is the manner in which 
a vastly greater proportion of “sample 
patterns"' are made than ninety in a hundred 
shotgun buyers have any idea. Other guns 
will do it correctly at 40 yards if loaded with 
an entirely unstipulated amount of shot of 
a sufficiently small size! One eminent 
gunmaker, for instance, “guarantees 1 ’ his 
guns to “pattern 300 pellets of shot in a 30- 
inch circle at 40 yards/* but unfortunately 
neglects entirely to state what amount 


of shot mu t be put in the shell to make the 
gun do sol 

The wri er has been at the business of 
studying o' enness of pattern for now a good 
many yea $, culminating, thus far, in a 
protracted and elaborate series of tests 
made, at i he request of Mr, Robert Kane 
of “The Outer's Book,” through the past 
year. The latest test took the form of trying 
the shooting of about sixty guns with an 
absolutely standard load—-3i drams of Du¬ 
pont smok eless and 1 £ ounces of No, 7| 
chilled shcL factory loaded in Winchester 
“Repeater 1 shells, a regulation trap-load. 
Each gun aras tried at 20, at 30, and at 40 
yards, on especially prepared targets, de¬ 
scribed below and illustrated herewith, and 
every tar| et, and every pellet on every 
target, wa ■ separately counted and records 
kept of on; and all. The guns tested rep re-

sen ted practically every well-known make, 
single-barrels, double-barrels, “automatics," 
stock guns borrowed from dealers' shelves, 
made-to-order guns of great price from world 
famous English makers* guns from the great 
German factories, guns that had fired their 
tens of thousands of shots at the traps or 
at live birds in the hands of expert shots, 
brand new guns, and pieces that simply 
embodied “the last word" in beautiful gun- 
const ruction and marvellous workmanship. 

For the target papers, by no means "any 
old piece of wrapping paper" was used. 
Heavy paper was carefully cut to 36-inch 
squares, and on these squares a 30-inch 
circle was drawn with draughtsman's tools 
and inside the circle two more, 20 and 10 
inches in diameter respectively, and hori¬ 
zontal and perpendicular “cross-hair" lines 
were drawn to intersect at the center of the 
circles. These subdivisions of the main 


30-inch circle were for the double purpose 
of convenience and rapidity of counting 
pellet-marks, and determining to what extent 
any gun shot high, low, or to either side of 
the line of aim. As not only evenness of 
pattern was to be tested for, but also the 
actual number of pellets which each gun 
would put on a clay-target at its smallest 
possible diameter, a further feature was added 
to the center of every target, which has not 
been used in any other tests of which the 
writer has ever heard. This was an abso¬ 
lutely exact fac-simile of the cross-section 
of a ‘clay-target, carefully drawn on black 
paper, cut out, and pasted lightly at the 
center of every 30-mch circle. On bring 
each shot these black target facsimiles were 
then pulled off, a line having been drawn 
around each before so doing, and the result 
gave not only the desired test of evenness of 
pattern, etc., but gave that evenness or its

opposite in relation to the line of aim, and 
gave, further, an answer as to precisely what 
the gun tested would have done to an actual 
clay-target under the circumstances of the 
test. All aiming was done exactly at the 
dummy claybird in the center of the paper 
and the firing was carried on in-doors and 
under electric light, to avoid any chance 
of the influence of wind or unfavorable 
lighting. 

And what we learned 1 The first day's lest 
cost the writer two guns—and they were 
good guns, too, so far as price went, one a 
‘"pump" and one a double barrel—to both 
of w hich he had pinned his faith for years, 
had used in the field and at the traps, but 
behind neither of which could he ever again 
stand with confidence after firing at these 
testing sheets and counting the results 1 


What was wrong? Well, one of them put 
the center of ils charge steadily and consist¬ 
ently about 12 inches to the lower left of 
the line of aim, at 40 yards! The other made 
a wonderfully even pattern at the same range 
-—of just about one-half the number of 
pellets that ought to have been there! The 
writer had an exceedingly “bad quarter of 
an hour” over this first result of these 
elaborate tests—uutii he discovered that nine 
in ten of the accumulated guns he was 
tesLing did the same thing in one way or 
another^or developed something newer and 
worse! One of the worst patterns made was 
the work of a much-touted “single barrel 
trap gun’ 1 of striking external finish, bur 
which no pains, care or repetition of the 
test would induce to shoot to the line of aim. 
Now, hardly one of these guns was a 
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really “worthless” gun* One of the writer’s 
had been used at the traps for years and 
had even won a couple of tournaments 
where 96% was good enough to carry off 
the cups. Yet in these tests nothing what¬ 
ever would make it shoot close enough to 
put more than one or two pellets of No. 7£ 
shot on the dummy “day” at the center of 
the target, at 40 yards. Indeed, perform¬ 
ances like these were so common that the 
writer did not dare tell the owners of some 
guns loaned for the test what he thought of 
the derived results of their shooting. 

Hut two guns in particular proved them¬ 
selves notable exceptions to all these dis¬ 
appointments in the search for ideal evenness 
of pattern combined with closeness and 
shooting-to-theHne-of-aim, Oddly enough, 
they were of the same make. What is more, 
they were of a type to which the writer had 
not taken over-kindly prior to these pro¬ 
longed trials. The writer believes in the 
principle of “credit where credit is due,” 
and so wishes to state that these guns were 
recoil-operated “auto loaders” of the Rem¬ 
ington make* One was a stock gun of the 
simplest finish, the other a trap grade, and 
yet both guns made better, more even, 
closer and more efficient patterns than any 
other arm of all tried in the whole series 
of tests* The patterns made by the “trap 
grade” gun are shown in photographic 
fae-simile herewith, illustrating the details, 
circles, dummy day-target outline, etc*, as 
described above* 

The shotgun man of any experience what¬ 
ever will instantly perceive the striking 
excellence of the pictured work of this gun. 
At 20 yards (an unusually short distance, of 
course, and used chiefly in determining at 
what point in its flight the charge began 


to spread) all but 42 pellets of the entire 
charge were within the 20-inch circle* and t he 
“bird was simply smothered, of course* At 
30 yards—good shooting range—the pattern 
was beautifully even and the central target 
received 9 pellets, more than enough to 
produce the longed-for “cloud of dust in 
the air*” And of the 40-yard target Steve 
Meunier, Milwaukee's famous gunsmith, said, 
as he looked at it: “Ai! Ail That ought to 
be framed!” At this distance, as may be 
readily ascertained by an examination of the 
fae-simile* the gun put 334 pellets in the 
30-inch circle; 223 inside the 20-inch; 79 in 
the 10-inch; and 3- on the dummy “dayI” 
What is more, repeated tests of this pair of 
guns, to determine whether these results 
were by chance exceptional, produced not 
one target lower than 301 pellets in the 30- 
inch ring, and the cheaper gun of the two 
averaged 5 pellets on the “bird!” 

No more need be said, perhaps, than to add 
that these guns arc sighted a trifle high, 
requiring an aim a little lower (i. c., beneath 
object aimed at) than some guns. This is 
an excellent feature for trap-W'Ork especially, 
as it allows a clear sight of the dying target 
above the gun throughout the fraction of 
time of the aim. This may be noted in the 
fac-simile, where more pellets are in the 
upper half of the 40-yard circle than in the 
lower. Incidentally, to confirm his judgment 
on this point, the writer took one of these 
guns to the traps, wfficrc—with the first shots 
he had ever fired from an “auto-loader”^ 
he broke 19 out of 20 without difficulty, 
chiefiy by remembering the sighting-point as 
mentioned. 

The whole work represented a long, pains¬ 
taking,, lime-taking lest, but, speaking of 
“Discoveries In Shot-Patterns,” it certainly 
yielded some “worth while 1”

“Well,” w F as the response, “the weed 
guard may add to the variety of conditions 
under wffikh the hook may be used, but it can 
hardly be said to add to its efficiency. On 
the contrary, every fisherman knows that 
you absolutely cannot count on hooking 
quite as many strikes with a guarded hook as 
with a plain one*”

And now behold! After all these six 
thousand years or more (the figures are my 
friend's, remember, not mine, for L have not 
delved as deeply into the history of the 
subject, as into its practical phase,) there 
has at last come a radical improvement in 
barbed fish hooks that under the special 
conditions for which it was designed, not 
only makes them practically woodless, but 
more efficient, that is, more certain to hook 
the fish, 

I refer to the new Double Dummy hook, 
which is being put on the market this spring 
in connection with the Dowagiac baits. 
This hook was the last gift to the angler's 
world of the late Jim Heddon, dean of 
artificial bait casters, who died about a year 
ago. Like all truly great inventions, the new 
hook is simple, so simple that every one of 
us will wonder why we did not think of it 
long ago. 

We all object, more or less strenuously, 
to the unsightly gangs that bewray the sides 
of our under-water baits. Their triple 
barbed efficiency seems to be largely con¬ 
sumed in hooking weeds, snags, landing net, 
oars, clothing, ears, fingers, and other pet 
portions of the angler's anatomy. Appar-

cnlly there is little of it left to be expended on 
the fish. Many of us had even begun to 
suspect that three barbs would not drive 
home as quickly or hold as well as a single 
one properly presented. There lay the rub. 
How to present a single hook in connection 
with an artificial minnow, so that it would 
be reasonably sure of hooking the fish. 

Ninety-nine times out of a hundred a 
bass will strike an artificial bait from the 
angle shown in the shadowgraph drawing 
herewith. Jim Heddon proved this by 
experimental fishing with a hook less bait 
on which the enamel was yet soft, thus 
obtaining an impres¬ 
sion of the fish's jaws. 

It not only demon¬ 
strated the instinct of 
the bass to take the bait 
in this manner T but also 
that they strike with 
deadly accuracy. 

Thereupon followed 
the long season of plan¬ 
ning and experimenting 
that resulted in the new 
hook. It will be ob¬ 
served from the pictures 
that the new invention consists of a 
single stout hook backed by a curved 
portion. This is placed on the bait with the 
hook upward, consequently there is very 
little opportunity for snagging. It will be 
noted that the hook possesses a width from 
front to back considerably greater than the 
width of the bait body. This insures that 
the fish's jaws will come in contact with the 
point when it closes down on the minnow f . 
Likewise, through the nature of the dummy 
the entire force of the jaws is bound to be 
transmitted to the single point thus driving 
home the barb with certainty. 

The reasoning is sound, the mechanical 
construction excellent; and seeing that a 
record is claimed for these hooks of thirty- 
six consecutive bass without a missed strike, 
Opening Day is going to find yours truly fishing 
with a bait equipped with these new hooks, 
just as surely as wc intend to wet a line.

Remodeling the 8 mm. Mannlicher 

By PAUL JACKLIN 


O NE of the most interesting features of 
the Gun and Ammunition Department 
to the writer, and the one from which he 
has derived the most pleasure and benefit, 
is the converting of obsolete military arms 
to the sporting model for the use of the 
hunter. There are so many of these arms 
both of foreign and domestic make, that one 
can indulge in it to his heart's content, and 
by this means provide himself with a choice 
collection of beautiful valuable arms, that 
would be a credit to any gun cabinet, and at 
the very minimum of cost. 

Not long since, I was loafing in one of our 
local hardware stores, when my eye chanced 
to fall upon an 8 mm, Mannlicher carbine. 
My eye fell upon the price mark, and I 
immediately became interested, A gun more 
unprepossessing in appearance would indeed 
be hard to find anywhere, I examined the 
bore, and found it 'practically perfect. The 
action worked clean and smoothly, and I 
realized at once, that here was the founda¬ 
tion for experiment, and a chance for the 
exercise of ingenuity in converting the arm 
to a neat, handy all around sportsman's 
weapon. Some of these arms are erroneously 
called Mausers, but whether Mauser or 
Mannlicher makes no difference to the man 
who is bent on remodeling one of them. 
Being an 8 mm. bore, l realize at once that 
a great variety of cartridges might be reloaded 
with loads of varying strength and bullets 
of various weights, and all utilized through 
its very convenient clip magazine system. 

Before beginning the work of remodeling, 
this little Mannlicher carbine was the most 


clubby, and as one of my companions ex¬ 
pressed it T dubby looking thing in the shape 
of a gun that he had ever seen. My first 
move was to cut oIT the two horns, for such 
ihev appeared to be, on either side of the 
front sight, where they had been placed 
evidently for protecting that useful accessory 
from injury, while the arm was in the saddle 
boot. The middle band was then removed 
entirely, as it was wholly unnecessary, the 
front band holding the fore-end and barrel 
snugly together. The hole in the stock 
through which the gun sling had been passed 
was then filled up with a piece of walnut as 
nearly as possible the same color as the 
stock. The stock was then lengthened 
about an inch. A new butt-plate was then 
made, and the stock was remodeled and carved 
to the handsome graceful lines of the Sauer- 
Mauser rifle. 

On this type of arm a hollow casmg en¬ 
closes the barrel, but does not touch it, this 
is for the purpose of reducing the tendency 
to heat with rapid firing, and lo protect the 
hands of the user. On the top of this casing 
I next secured a matted sighting rib, which 
stood above the casing a fraction of an inch 
like what is known as the ventilated rib on 
some of our very high grade single barrel 
shotguns. The sights were then attended to* 

As the front sight is removable, I added 
one more to my liking, and then removed 
the rear bamt sight, and applied a neat peep 
sight on the end of the bolt at the rear end. 
This gave a longer sighting radius, and a 
clean sighting plane, which prevented the 
sights from blurring as they did before owing 
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“food” for the 8 MM* 


to ihe short sighting radius, the barrel being 
only 18 Inches long. I then proceeded to 
re-blue all the bright metal parts, which was 
accomplished successfully. 

The grip ot" the arm is beautifully checkered 
and with the remodeling, which brings it to 
a more convenient size, the arm handles 
beautifully, A Winchester gun sling was 
then substituted for the old one. The 
Winchester sling is applied with steel hooks, 
is much neater in appearance, and being 
provided with steel hooks at either end, is 
quickly detached if not needed* 

The accompanying cut shows some of the 
loads, which may be utilized in this excellent 
little arm. In addition to the full 8 mm, 
cartridge taking full or half manteled bullet 
of 230 grains with a velocity of 2100 foot 


seconds, the following ammunition may be 
used, all of which is very satisfactory 
according to its strength. 1 have used 
successfully the 43 grain round bullet, which 
just fits the bore, also the 32 special gas 
check, 170 grain soft and hard point bullets, 
Watson's new wire wound bullet weighing 
199 grains, the 226 hard point, and ihe 236 
soft point. With this 1 use 25 grains of 
DuPont's Lightning powder, which makes a 
load equal to the factory load .32 special 
It will also lake the .32 auto Winchester 
bullet, and the ,32 Remington auto bullet 
with appropriate charges of powder, Any 
degree of strength desired may be developed. 

Just a word in regard to Mr. Watson's 
wire wound bullets. They arc perfect 
paralyzers on game. and have shown splendid 
accuracy. I tried out several of the 7 and 
8 mm. wire wound bullets on a bunch of old 
magazines, and the effect was amazing. 
The magazines were torn and demolished 
to a fiighiful degree. You can use soft lead 
tempered to any degree. I think that they 
are the best cast bullets that can be procured, 
and the soft copper wire with which they 
are wound prevents the soft metal from 
touching the rilling, and prevents fouling. 
They are also fitted with a gas check. The 
first cost of the moulds and mandrel] for 
making these bullets is somewhat expensive, 
but they are worth the price. There is 
absolutely no sign of leading while using 
these bullets, and there is sufficient smashing 
power for any purpose. 

This handy little weapon can be loaded 
quickly, and when the magazine is empty 
it drops out automatically, and another can 
be immediately substituted without loss of 
time. The unparalleled cheapness of these 
obsolete arms, and the ease with which they 
may be remodeled^ and converted into a 
serviceable all around weapon is a constant 
inducement to the man of limited means to 
try his hand as an amateur gunsmith. 
This amateur gunsmithing, and the making 
of ammunition to suit one's purpose is just 
the employment to occupy a rainy day oil 
the farm, and results in a great saving on 
one's spare change. 





Bass Fishing Near Home 


By A. R, MUSELLER 


U'VERY one knows tnat for more than 
^ two years the seasons have been peculiar 
in this central portion of the United States, 
and that the streams have not been in a 
normal condition during that lime. Until 
last July it had been almost two years 
since we had had a rain heavy enough to 
raise the streams above their banks and thor¬ 
oughly sweep all the accumulations of trash 
and dead leaves out of their beds and leave 
the water sweet and clean. But the July 
rains did it thoroughly. Now, during these 
two years the streams had been well fished 
over and very few black bass were to be 
found anywhere in the streams and these 
few were many miles away from our city 
of three thousand people* After the water 
cleared up in August a few of us, as usual, 
went fishing to various places where we 
had previously gone during the dry time, 
and we caught a few bass but really had no 
real good luck, and many of us thought the 
good bass fishing had forever departed from 
Osage County, Oklahoma. We sighed for 
the good, old fishing days of the past when 
we could drive out eight or ten miles, take 
our dinner with us, seine our minnows, have 
a good days* fishing and go home with a 
decent creel. 

When 1 first commenced fishing for large 
mouthed black bass in the streams round 
about in this Osage country, I had tried out 
from time to lime almost all sons of arti¬ 
ficial bait, wooden minnows, dies both large, 
small, plain and gorgeous in color, contrap¬ 
tions of all forms and fearfully made, and 
had made up my mind that the bass of this 
vicinity would bite nothing but live bait, 
for I seldom had a strike. But I dearly love 
to cast artificial bait, and so, when this 
October with its cool days, and variegated 
tints of woodland and meadow rolled around, 
it occurred to me that the beautiful holes of 
water in the corporate limits of the city, 
along Bird and Clear Creeks, might once 
again have been replenished during the high 
water of July with the artful and gamy 
black bass. 

As an experiment more than anything else, 
having been disappointed often enough to 
try Job's patience with artificial bait, I, 
nevertheless, slipped a large white bellied, 
red backed, Shakespeare minnow in my 
pocket, my little four and a half foot steel 
rod, and my Shakespeare reel followed suit, 
and I, careless like, took a stroll along the 


banks of Clear Creek only a few blocks 
from my office. 

1 soon found a beautiful hole of almost 
clear water, limpid and cool, shaded by 
trees and an ideal spot for a bass to stay 
if any were around. Several houses were 
only a few rods away, but the banks of the 
creek had not been disturbed, the place 
was rough and secluded, and 1 could not 
resist the temptation to once again joint 
my rod, attach my reel, lie on my red min¬ 
now and cast out into the middle of the pool. 
Nothing doing. Again I cast, this time 
across the pool to some brush lying on the 
opposite side, and reeled in my minnow very 
slowly* 1 could sec him coming in, both 
propellers working like steam engines about

six inches below the surface. Suddenly I 
saw a flash through the water, and a fish of 
some kind deliberately butted the minnow 
out of its course, flapped his tail in my face 
so to speak, and disappeared into the depths 
below. I felt somehow like this was a bass 
and 1 was all worked up over the fish's 
failure to strike at the bait T but l had known 
of bass doing this trick before, so I again 
cast across the pool hard by the brush, and 
slowly, very slowly, just fast enough to keep 
the propellers going, commenced again to 
reel in my minnow. 1 was on the watch 
now. The town could have blown up for all 
1 cared and all the lawyers go hang. The 
water was clear enough for me to see my 
minnow quite plainly, and he did certainly 
look fine steaming along through the water 
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I'VE GOT ONE 


like a little torpedo boat. Ah, hahl Old 
Mr, Bass has spied him, for quartering 
across from the lower end of the brush comes 
a swirl and the fish strikes viciously at the 
monster so quietly getting away, " An in¬ 
stantaneous but short yank, and the hooks 
are set, and I felt that indescribable thrill 
of a hooked bass at the end of the line. He 
started back for the brush and I let him go, 
but stopped him just as he was about to 
get tangled up in the limbs sticking out in 
the water. This seemed to infuriate him, 
and he broke water. His gleaming sides 
showed up plainly, and I saw I had a good 
two-pound black bass securely hooked. 
Swinging my pole to one side, he dropped 
into the water and almost before I knew it, 
started right across the stream for me! 
Bor a moment I thought he had escaped, so 
sudden was his dash, but I reeled in rapidly 
and he was soon pulling on the line again, 
and this time he jumped a foot out of the 
urater, bent himself into almost a circle and 
hit the water with a smack that was loud 
enough to have had him arrested for dis¬ 
turbing the peace* Then he started straight 
down to the bottom. I kept my line taut 
and he soon wearied of my tactics and again 
came toward the surface and started for the 
opposite bank* But he soon faltered in his 
efforts, and 1 had him coming my way 
toward the bank. 

Toward the upper end of this pool stands 
a very large elm tree with its roots sprawling 
out into the water and it looked very bassy 
to me. 

I scrambled along the sloping bank and 
finally got myself in a position where I 
could cast above the roots and then I 
slowly brought my minnow along and just 
over the roots, I cast several times in this 


spot, sometimes reeling in rapidly, then 
slowly, then alternating the speed in the 
same cast, until finally* just as I was reeling 
my line in and was ready to lift it out of the 
water, a bass struck at it but missed it. 
This set me to work again* This time I worked 
the ground over systematically, first well 
across the pool, then nearer and nearer the 
roots unLil just as I was reding in very 
close to the tree, and in fact in danger of 
striking one of the many roots, 1 had another 
strike and this time l hooked another good 
one. I had trouble in keeping him out of 
the roots, and did a rather unsportsmanlike 
thing in pulling Mr. Bass by main strength 
away from them, and then playing him out 
in the clear water until fin-weary he floated 
partly on his back arid I reeled him in. He 
was evidently the mate of the first bass* 
From this point I went to a place near an 
old wire fence and above the roots of the old 
tree* Here, at the first cast, there came a 
swirl, and a fine bass almost came to the 
minnow but suddenly stopped, evidently 
concluding that there was danger so near the 
shore* I remained quietly in the same spot, 
scarcely moving my arm in casting and 
slowly reeled my minnow in and around the 
roots of the old tree. As'this point was quite 
close to me and near the shore, f had to be 
very careful, and finally, I was rewarded 
with a fine strike and I landed another bass 
almost as large as either of the other two* 

1 now cast into the arm of the pool and across 
from me, and had the pleasure of getting a 
fair strike and soon landed a pound and a 
half bass. Getting no more strikes I repaired 
to the next pool of water above, a long, 
narrow strip, and under many difficulties 
got down to the water's edge and from here 
cast down the pool and under the willows 
that fringed its banks and hung well over 
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the water* The water here was also clear 
enough for me to watch my minnow almost 
all the time it was spinning through the water. 
Finally, I cast diagonally across the pool to 
some brush below and across that water, 
and as l reeled in, I saw the shadowy form 
of a bass leisurely following along after the 
bait, but he whisked his tail when the bait 
came Into shallow water anti did not strike* 

I now changed my tactics. I made a long 
cast, almost to the other end of the pool 
well under the willows, and then slowly, but 
irregularly and spasmodically reeled in my 
line. This was Loo much for the old fellow, 
andjustas my minnow came under the droop¬ 
ing willows and I gave it a little extra speed 
as it came into the shallow water, Mr. Bass 
no doubt thought he was going to suddenly 
lose something, for he struck the minnow 
directly from behind and T immediately 
set the hook* He was evidently fearfully 
frightened, for he dashed away across the 
pool, requiring heavy thumbing and a final 
snub to keep him out of the brush on the 
opposite bank. 1 then played him in the 
deeper water and finally landed my third 
two-pound bass. I continued casting, but lit¬ 
tle thought I would catch any more bass here, 
but that was exactly where 1 was mistaken 
again, for I had only made a few more casts, 
when a smaller bass, weighing about a pound, 
took the bait, and his gyrations with the 
wooden minnow would make the cockles of 
old Isaac Walton's heart throb with exquisite 
joy. How he did prance around, first this 
way and then that, then out of the water, 
then across and around, until he suddenly 
gave up the ghost and floated toward me, 
slowly waving his fins in final defiance. 
This made five fine bass right in town and 
more than I had any right to expect, but I 
kept on casting, and soon had another fellow 
on the line, but he was not as gamy as the 
previous fish and was landed without much 
of a fight. 

I now returned to the first pool bidow the 
old elm tree and cast both up and down the 
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pool covering practically all the water, with 
nothing doing at the end of the line. Just 
for luck, I essayed a long cast across and up 
the pool and'luckily landed my minnow 
Tight at the edge and at the upper end of 
the brush pile across the water and 1 slowly, 
and then hurriedly reeled in the line. I saw 
a streak of bass start from the lower end of 
the brush pile across the pool* He came 
like a shot right for the bait which I was 
slowly reeling in. He struck it so viciously 
that he threw himself partly out of the water, 
but I hooked him and had clear water to 
play him in, and soon landed him* The 
whole time I was fishing did not occupy 
more than one and a half hours* It w'as the 
nicest bass fishing I ever bad anywhere, and 
I have crossed slates in my efforts to find 
good bass fishing* These two pools of water 
are very beautiful, and manifestly no one 
had fished them since the high water in July. 
This is the more remarkable because these 
pools are right in town so to speak, although 
in a somewhat inaccessable place. 

The views here presented speak for them¬ 
selves, and show us what we miss near home 
sometimes*

Fortney has caught several large trout in 
the vicinity of Delta. One caught in 1910 
weighed 5i pounds, and one in 1911, 6| 
pounds. Next year, if they keep on growing, 
he may land a 10-pound specimen.

FROM A YOUNG OKLAHOMA FISHER¬

few letters from my stale—Oklahoma—but

the Heddon rod which is as good a rod as 
there is on the market; and while the maker 
does not list three-piece rods, there is no 
doubt but that he would supply you with 
such a rod if you ordered. Now I am going to 
take back some things l said a year ago. 
First, I consider a live-foot rod long enough 
for a casting rod^any where between and 
5^ feet is all right, but you will cast 
better with a five-foot than you will w'llh 
six inches added. In so short a rod I believe 
you get better action with the short butt 


and long tip construction than in the three 
joint, the latter is too stiff. But the three- 
joint is very convenient, will go in a hand¬ 
bag, almost, and Is a sure good rod. If you 
really want a three-piece rod, get a Shakes- 
speare, or have Heddon or any reputable 
maker build you one to order. You surely 
can find no fault with the rod you received 
from Heddon when it conies to casting. 
The other rod you mention is unfamiliar to 
me, but the firm has a reputation for quality 
and I have no doubt that any of their goods 
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would prove satisfactory. In addition to the 
two rods mentioned here* the South Bend 
rod is a splendid caster. You need have 
no fear of any rod with a name behind it. 

By the “original Hen shall pattern” 1 
presume you mean the rod described in the 
‘Book of the Black Bass,” the length being 
8 feet 3 inches. (For detailed description 
see page 151 of last edition of that work). 
The only rod 1 happen to know at the moment 
is the “Bristol” Hens ha IF 8 feet 6 inches long. 
A very good rod for its place, but it is not a 
casting rod. 1 have one of them which I 
use when bait fishing, but you can’t cast 
with a rod eight feet long, as you no doubt 
have discovered. If you do not care for the 
word “HenshaU,” any dealer in rods will 
supply you with split bamboo or solid wood 
bait rods from six and a half feet up to ten. 
Suppose you write H. J. Frost & Co., New 
York, for their catalog. 

Any of the dealers we have mentioned 
will supply you with just the sort of a rod 
you want for “deep-lake fishing.” What 
you need is a rod about 7| feet long, weighing 
nine ounces or so, the cost will depend upon 
material and finish. Wm. Mills & Sons of 
New York, put out a fine article in split 
bamboo, which was originally intended for 
trout trolling in Maine, but is used by many 
for lake trout or even light salt wafer work. 
The price is SI 8*00. They also make good 
rods that sell for 86.00 or so. There is a 
“Bristol” for salt water loo. 

In the matter of a reel I do not know- that 
I can help you, there are so many good 
articles upon the market. All depends upon 
the use to which you intend to put the winch 
and the price you are willing to pay. You 
say “for casting live bait.” There is no 
reason why any well-made reel should not 
meet your needs, any red adapted to bait 
casting. You will not find it necessary 
to procure two reels, one for bait casting 
and the other for live bait fishing. The 
Shakespeare line is good. But as in live 
bait casting you probably will not attempt 
to cast as far as with lures, the reel need not 
be of the specialized type; though a level- 
winder is an advantage, and you will find 
the South Bend and R editor anti-backlash 


reels fine. If I have not hit what you want, 
please write me again. 

Your last question is easy of answer. 
There are many expensive “Complete Ang¬ 
lers” on the market, but as you say you do 
not care to invest a fortune in the work, the 
one published in Burt’s Home Library will 
suit you, as paper and print is good. Edited 
by John Major.

I was with Mr. J. C. Harris in Hastings, 
Florida, this winter, and all laughed at him 
for carrying a 20 bore Ithaca gun, calling it 
a “toy” gun. 

In shooting jacksnipe he used 8-shot Du 
Pont Smokeless shells, and I was with him 
on one occasion when he killed forty-three 
straight birds, only using the second barrel 
on one (the thirty-sixth). Each and every 
shot was a clean kill, the birds lying as they 
fell. Each shot was over twenty-five yards, 
and several of them were considerably over 
thirty yards. 

This certainly was fine shooting and with 
a good gun. 1 cordially recommend vour 
readers to try a 20 bore. It wall soon be a 
favorite.
